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/S  SIMPLE  Inflammation  of  the  Ton- 
fils,  or  of  other  Tarts  about  the  Fau¬ 
ces,  from  its  frequently  happening 
without  any  confiderable  Hazard  attending 
it,  is  commonly  look'd  upon  as  a  trouble  feme, 
rather  than  a  dangerous  SDifeafe  :  And  every 
one ,  how  little  foever  converfant  in  the 
T raid ice  of  Thy  fie >  thinks  him  f elf  qualified 
to  conduhi  the  Patient  thro  it  with  Safety . 


If  a  \ Ter  fan  complains  of  Tain  in  his 
Throat  upon  fw allowing ,  with  the  Symptoms 
of  a  Fever ,  nothing  is  thought  more  expe¬ 
dient,  or  more  frequently  order'd,  than  Bleed * 
ing,  Turging ,  and  fuch  Medicines  as  are 
daily  obferved  to  remove  Inflammations  in 
general:  And  in  Jimp le  Inflammations  this 
Method  is  warranted  to  be  juft,  by  Reaftm 
and  Experience . 


But  a  TJifeafe  hath  of  late  Tears  appeared 
in  this  City,  in  many  of  the  neighbouring 
Villages,  and  according  to  the  heft  Infer /na¬

tion  I  have  been  able  to  procure ,  in  fever al 
other  Parts  of  this  Nation  $  which ,  thoy  it 
may  be  taken  for  a  common  Sore  Throat , 
or  Inflammation  of  the  Tonjils ,  by  thofe 
who  are  unacquainted  with  it,  is  of  a  very 
different  Nature,  and  requires  to  be  treated 
in  as  different  a  Method :  For  it  has  been 
found  by  Experience,  that  thofe  Meafures , 
which  feldom  fail  of  anfwering  the  P re¬ 
fer  ikefs  Expectation  in  this  Cafe ,  frequently 
produce  the  mofi  unhappy  Confequences  in 
the  other,  and  render  a  Tlifeafe  almofl  cer¬ 
tainly  fatal,  which  of  it f elf  is  not  often  fo, 
in  this  Country. 

Some  Inftances  of  Miftakes  in  this  refpeCl 
have  not  long  fince  fallen  under  my  Obfer - 
vat  ion  ;  and  there  is  fill  a  Poffibility  of  the 
like  happening ,  as  the  fame  Piforder  conti¬ 
nues  amongft  us :  It  feems  therefore  necefe 
fary,  that  fome  Endeavours  fhould  be  ufed 
to  prevent  them  \  and  that  fetch  a  Defcrip - 
tion  of  the  Tlifeafe  fhould  be  made  public , 
as  may  enable  Practitioners,  who \  have  not 
fen  or  known  it,  to  difinguifh  it  from  that 
to  which  it  bears  fome  Refemblance\  toge¬ 
ther  with  an  Account  of  the  Method  of  treat¬ 
ing  it,  which  hath  in  general  been  attended 
with  Succefs . 

There  are  fever  al  of  the  Faculty,  who ,  I 
readily  acknowledge,  have  it  more  in  their

! Tower  to  give  the  Public  Satisfaction  on 
this  SubjeCt  than  I  have ;  but  their  conftant 
Engagements  in  the  ‘Duties  of  their  Pro - 
fejjion ,  will  probably  hinder  thofe  who  are 
moft  equal  to  the  Task,  from  executing  it  fo 
fpeedily  as  public  Utility  requires :  Where¬ 
fore,  as  fome  Information  relative  to  itfeems 
immediately  wanted  in  fever al  Places ,  the 
following,  tho  lefs  perfect,  will  perhaps  in 
the  mean  time  be  neither  unacceptable,  nor 
wholly  ufelefs . 

If  any  thing  in  thefe  Sheets  fhould  appear, 
to  thofe  who  may  be  better  acquainted  with 
the  SubjeCl ,  to  be  inaccurate,  or  premature  $ 
if  fome  Things  of  little  Weight  fhould  feem 
too  largely  infifted  on,  whilji  others  of  more 
Confequence  are  negleCled,  this  Apology  will \ 
I  hope,  be  admitted ;  viz.  that  to  have  de¬ 
lay'd  the  Publication  of  this  Eff ay,  till  it 
had  received  thofe  Advantages  that  further 
Obfervations  might  have  added,  would  have 
fruftrated  my  Pefigns  which  was,  to  prevent, 
as  much  as  in  me  lay,  the  Miflakes  that 
might  happon  in  relation  to  this  Difeafe , 
by  fpeedily  communicating  the  Remarks, 
which  the  Inflances  I  had  feen  had  af¬ 
forded. 

As  this  Difeafe  appears  to  be  the  fame 
with  that  which  raged  in  Spain,  Italy,  and

fir  ft  in  Spain  about  the  Year  i<Sio,  to  have 
fpread  from  thence  to  Malta ,  Sicily ,  Otranto , 
Apulia ,  Calabria ,  and  the  Campagnia ,  in 
the  Space  of  a  few  Years;  and  to  have  broke 
out  at  Naples  in  1618,  where  it  continued 
upwards  of  20  Years  ravaging  the  different 
Parts  of  that  Kingdom  (c). 

It  is  not  certainly  known  how  much  longer 
it  remained  in  thefe  Countries,  or  to  what 
others  it  was  communicated  at  that  time,  its 
Declenfion  being  as  obfcure  as  the  Caufes  it 
fprung  from.  That  it  wholly  difappeared  in 
thefe  Parts,  foon  after  the  Time  above-men- 
tioffd,  feems  probable,  from  the  Silence  of

will,  I  think*  difcover  an  efiential  Difference 
between  them.  The  fame  I  think  may  be  faid 
of  the  Sore  Throat  and  Scarlet  Fever,  which 
fhew’d  itfelf  at  Edinburgh  in  1733  ( g )* 
Tournefort ,  in  his  Voyage  to  the  Levant  (h)y 
feems  to  have  found  the  Difeafe  we  are  treat¬ 
ing  of  in  the  Iflands  of  the  Archipelago  $  at 
lead:  as  far  as  one  can  judge  from  the  imperfedt 
Defcription  we  have  of  it.  His  Account  is 
as  follows.

This  Account  does  not  difagree  in  general 
with  that  which  has  been  left  us  of  the  Mor¬ 
bus  ftrangulatorius ;  only  he  is  lingular  in  af* 
ferting  it  to  arife  from  a  kind  of  Aquafortis 
difeharged  upon  the  Parts  :  But  his  favourite 
Study  hadengroffed  his  Attention,  and  to  this 
we  mu  ft  impute  both  the  prefent  Miftake, 
and  his  Want  of  Accuracy  and  Precifion  too 
frequently,  when  he  treats  upon  medical  Sub¬ 
jects. 

When  it  firft  broke  out  in  the  Countries 
above-mention  cl,  it  foon  engaged  the  Phy- 
licians  of  thofe  Times,  as  well  to  obferve  its 
Nature,  EffeCts,  and  whatever  might  con¬ 
tribute  to  its  Cure,  as  to  vindicate  their  re- 
fpeCtive  Syftems  and  Opinions ;  and  out 
of  fuch  of  the  TraCts  then  publifhed  as  I 
have  had  an  Opportunity  of  perufing,  which 
indeed  are  not  fo  many  as  I  could  wifh,  the 
following  Account  of  it,  as  it  appeared  at  that 
time,  has  been  collected.

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Ludovicus  Mercatus,  Phyfician  to  Philip 

II.  and  III.  Kings  of  Spain ,  among  his  Con¬ 
futations,  publifhed  in  Tome  V.  of  his  Works

tions  it  as  a  Calamity  which  had  but  newly 
appeared,  and  at  that  time  affedted  feveral 
Provinces  and  Cities  of  that  Kingdom :  He 
has  related  only  one  Cafe ;  but,  in  comment¬ 
ing  upon  it,  according  to  the  Method  of 
writing  cm  Difeafes  then  in  Ufe,  he  takes 
notice  of  feveral  Circumftances  relative  to  it, 
and  makes  fome  Obfervations  refpedting  the 
Cure,  which,  tho’  they  feem  to  have  been 
negledted  by  many  who  fucceeded  him,  Ex¬ 
perience  hath  lince  fhewn  to  be  juft  \  fome 
of  theft  will  be  pointed  out  in  their  proper 
Places :  And,  confidering  that  he  wrote  very 
foon  after  the  Diftemper  broke  out,  the  Ap¬ 
probation  prefixed  to  this  Part  of  his  Work 
being  dated  in  1612,  they  are  a  Proof  of  his 
Attention  and  Sagacity.

He 
feems  to  have  been  led  into  this  Miftake,  by 
confidering  the  Difeafe  he  treats  of,  as  conta-* 
gious  only  in  a  certain  limited  Senfe,  whilft 
the  Italians ,  as  fome  of  the  Spaniards  had 
alfo  done,  declared  theirs  to  be  peftilential 
and  contagious  without  Reftridtion.

In  1636,  JEtius  Cletus ,  of  Signia  in  JTta/y, 
published  his  Treatife  De  Morbo  Jlrangula- 
torio  ( m ).  He  mentions  fome  Fads  relating 
to  it,  that  had  efcaped  Sgarnbatus  and  Corte - 
fins,  which  will  be  taken  notice  of  hereafter, 
Marcus  Aurelius  Severinus ,  Profeflbr  of 
Anatomy  and  Surgery,  and  Phyfician  to  the 
Hofpital  of  Incurables  at  Naples ,  wrote  a 
Differtation  upon  this  Difeafe,  under  the  Title 
of  Pcedanchone  Lot  modes,  feu  de  peflilente  ac 
prcefocante  Pueros  AbfceJJu  $  and  annexed  it 
to  the  fecond  Edition  of  his  Book  De  recon - 
dita  AbfceJJuum  Natura ,  which  was  printed 
in  1643  (ri).  From  a  Perfon  of  hi.s  Capacity, 
and  furniftied  with  the  beft  Opportunities  of 
feeing  the  Difeafe  in  every  Stage  and  Condi¬ 
tion,  we  might  reafonably  have  expeded  fuch 
Obfervations  as  would  enable  one  to  form  a 
juft  Idea  of  this  Diftemper ;  but  we  meet  with 
little  of  this  kind  in  his  Performance.  He 
has  indeed  mention’d  fome  Circumftances  re¬

lating  to  its  Hiftory,  not  taken  notice  of  by  the 
other  Writers  I  have  feen,  and  his  Method  of 
Cure  is  different  from  the  reft;  but  he  refers  us 
to  others  for  an  Account  of  the  Symptoms,  and 
contents  himfelf  with  reciting  and  comment- 
ing  upon  Aretceus  s  Defcription  of  the  Ulcera 
Syriaca ,  which  he  takes  for  granted  to  be  the 
fame  with  the  Difeafe  which  at  that  time 
infefted  Naples . 

One  might  juftly  expedt  fome  curious  Ob- 
fervations  upon  this  Difeafe,  from  a  Perfon  fo 
well  qualified  for  it  as  Thomas  Barthotine : 
He  was  in  Italy  whilft  it  raged  there,  and 
it  might  be  fuppofed,  would  be  attentive 
to  the  minuted  Circumftance  relating  to  it, 
and  be  inquifitive  enough  to  know  what  Men 
of  Character  had  faid  upon  it.  But  the  Trea- 
tife  which  he  wrote  upon  this  Difeafe,  and 
publifh’d  in  1646  ( a),  contains  fo  little  to  the 
Purpofe,  that  it  is  difficult  to  conceive  for 
what  End  it  was  wrote,  unlefs  to  complimenf 
his  Mafter  Severinus }  which  he  does  very  li¬ 
berally  (b).

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According  to  the  Accounts  which  have 
been  left  us  by  thefe  Authors,  it  appears,  that 
the  Difeafe  which  they  defcribe  was  ex¬ 
tremely  malignant,  and  moft  particularly 
fatal  to  Children^  tho’  Adults,  if  they  were 
much  converfant  about  the  Sick,  were 
very  often  feized  with  it;  yet  more  of 
thefe  recover'd  in  proportion  than  of  Chil¬ 
dren;  and  it  was  obferved,  that  more  Boys 
got  well  through  the  Difeafe  than  Girls  :  Some 
thought,  that  fuch  of  this  Sex  as  had  black 
Eyes  fuffer’d  more  from  it  than  others.

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As  it  was  fometimes  obferv'd  to  carry  off 
whole  Families  together,  and  to  fpread  to 
thofe  Places  fir  ft,  between  which  and  the 
Countries  affected  by  it  the  Communication 
was  moft  frequent ;  and  alfo  that  Children, 
fent  away  from  the  Towns  where  it  raged, 
in  order  to  avoid  it,  efcaped  whilft  they  were 
kept  at  a  Diftance,  but  had  it  on  their  Return, 
if  the  Difeafe  was  not  extinguifhed  5  it  was 
almoft  univerfally  allow'd  to  be  conta¬ 
gious  (0). 

Thofe  who  were  feized  with  it,  firft  com¬ 
plained  of  a  Pain  or  Sorenefs  in  the  Throat, 
with  a  Stiffnefs  of  the  Neck,  an  Uneafmefs  on 
moving  it,  as  if  a  Cord  was  twifted  about  it,  a 
Difficulty  in  fwallowing,  and  frequently  in 
breathing  alfo,  with  a  difagreeable  fetid  Smell 
and  Tafte.  On  Infpection,  the  Uvula ,  the 
Tonfils,  Tharynx ,  and  the  whole  Fauces ,  ap¬ 
peared  of  a  remarkably  florid  red  Colour, 
like  that  attending  an  Eryfipelas :  This  Co¬ 
lour  was  not  uniformly  intenfe,  but  fome  Parts 
feemed  to  be  of  a  deeper  Dye  than  others. 
The  Parts  above -mention'd  were  fwell'd  more 
or  lefs,  tho"  not  always  fo  much  as  to  affeft 
Refpiration,  as  in  a  common  Angina .

If  the  Attack  was  violent,  they  had  an 
extreme  Difficulty  in  breathing,  and  alfo  in 
{wallowing*  with  a  kind  of  compreffive Pain 
and  Straitnefs  of  the  Breaft  and  Back,  a  Red- 
hefs  of  the  whole  Face  and  Neck,  great 
Heat  of  all  the  Parts  affe&ed,  Depravation  of 
the  Voice,  an  unquenchable  Thirft,  and  the 
Patient  feemingly  in  Danger  of  being  choaked 
(q).  In  fome,  the  Swelling  and  Ulcers  of 
the  Fauces  were  apparent  upon  looking  into 
the  Mouth  5  in  others,  nothing  could  be 
feen,  but  a  moft  offeniive  putrid  Smell  was 
perceivable.  A  Fever  came  on  with  the 
other  Symptoms,  and  was  frequently  ac¬ 
companied  with  fmall  Pimples  and  Eruptions 
like  Flea-bites.  In  very  bad  Cafes,  this  Fe¬ 
ver,  which  Merc  at  us  calls  a  moft  malignant 
one  (r),  did  not  always  difcover  its  Violence 
or  Malignity  at  firft;  but  it  was  not  the  leis 
formidable  on  this  Account  (s).

On  the  fame  Day,  or  the  Day  following, 
fuch  Parts  of  the  Fauces  as  at  firft  feem’d  to 
be  of  a  deeper  Colour  than  the  reft,  turn’d 
white,  afti-colour’d,  or  black  5  this  was  not 
occafioned  by  any  Cruft  or  Matter  fuperin- 
duced  upon  the  Parts,  but  proceeded  from 
a  gangrenous  Colliquation  of  them,  the  Sub- 
fiance  itfelf  being  mortified. 

The  Voice  was  hoarfe  and  obfcure,  not  as 
in  a  common  Cold,  but  as  it  is  in  thofe  Peo¬ 
ple  who  have  venereal  Ulcers  in  the  Throat : 
So  that,  from  this  Gircumftance  alone,  fome 
were  able  to  guefs  at  the  Difeafe  (t). 

The  Neck  and  Throat  foon  after  began  to 
fwell  externally  5  the  Tumour  was  of  a  foft 
oedematous  kind,  and  increafed  in  Magni¬ 
tude  as  the  Difeafe  advanced.  All  the  Sym¬ 
ptoms  were  aggravated  during  the  Night. 
If  the  Patients  had  any  Interval  of  Quiet,  it 
was  commonly  in  the  Day-time  (u).  About 
the  fourth  Day  this  Tumour  was  generally 
grown  very  large,  and  the  white  Places  in  the 
Fauces  began  to  turn  black  5  a  putrid  corro- 
ltve  Sanies  was  difcharged  by  the  Mouth  and 
Noftrils  (w)  5  the  Breath  grew  extremely  often-

five ;  Refpiration,  if  hitherto  not  much  af¬ 
fected,  now  became  difficult,  and  the  Patient 
expired  in  a  very  fhort  time. 

Thoa  this  was  the  common  Progrefs  of 
the  Difeafe,  where  it  terminated  unhappily, 
yet  it  often  varied  from  this  Type,  and  was 
attended  with  very  different  Symptoms. 
Some  had  an  extreme  Difficulty  of  breathing 
almoft  from  the  firft  5  fome  had  a  violent 
Cough ;  fome  were  comatous  ;  others  had  a 
Delirium ;  fome  died  in  a  lethargic  Stupor ; 
others  bled  to  Death  at  the  Nofe  ;  whilfl 
others  again  had  none  of  thefe  Symptoms, 
but  were  carried  off  fuddenly  by  an  inftan- 
taneous  Suffocation.  The  Qefophagus  in 
fome  was  fphacelated  to  the  Stomach  j  the 
Afpera  Arteriay  in  others,  to  the  Lungs :  As 
thefe  could  only  breathe  in  an  ered  Pofition; 
fo  thofe  could  fwallow  nothing  when  the 
Parts  were  fo  affeded.  The  Noftrils  dis¬ 
charged  a  fetid  Ichor,  fometimes  mixed  with 
Blood;  and  fometimes  Blood  alone,  with¬ 
out  Mixture.  This  Bleeding  at  the  Nofe 
feenfd  at  firft,  in  one  Cafe,  to  give  Relief ; 
but  the  Patient  foon  after  died  (#).  Merc  at  us

relates  an  Inftance  of  a  Child  that  had  the 
Difeafe,  in  which  the  Acrimony  of  the  Hu¬ 
mour  difcharged  from  the  Ulcers  was  fo  great 
as  to  inflame  the  Nurfe's  Breaft,  and  brought 
on  a  Mortification.  He  alfo  telis  us,  that  the 
Father  of  the  Child  whofe  Cafe  is  defcribed 
above,  having  frequently  put  his  Finger  in 
the  Child's  Mouth,  to  draw  out  the  vifcid 
Phlegm,  had  his  Finger  inflamed,  and  was 
leized  with  the  fame  Diftemper  (jy). 

Thefe  were  the  Symptoms  in  general,  and 
they  judged  of  the  Event  by  the  Mildnefs  of 
their  Progrefs,  or  the  contrary  :  Tho'jt  was 
agreed,  that  nothing  could  be  more  fallacious 
than  this  Difeafe  5  and  that  the  moft  Expe¬ 
rienced  were  often  deceived  in  their  Pro- 
gnoftic. 

If  the  Rcdnefs  of  the  Fauces  above  de¬ 
fcribed,  which  appeared  at  the  firft  being 
feized,  was  fucceeded  by  an  Ulceration, 
without  any  of  that  Whitenefs  (which  for 
the  future  I  fhall  call  Sloughs),  if  the  Swell¬ 
ing  .  about  the  Neck  and  Throat  was  not 

large.

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large,  if  the  Patient  difcharged  by  the  Mouth 
confiderable  Quantities  of  thin  pituitous 
Matter,  if  the  Breath  was  not  fetid,  and 
^  the  Patient  had  no  Difguft  to  his  Food,  if 
the. Eyes  retain'd  their  proper  Luftre,  all  was 
judged  to  be  fecure. 

On  the  other  hand,  if  this  Luftre  was  in 
any  degree  faded  (#),  if  the  external  oedema- 
tous  Tumour  was  very  large,  if  the  Breath 
flunk,  if  the  Fauces  were  livid  or  black,  with 
a  Coma  or  ‘Delirium,  if  with  thefe  the  Pa¬ 
tient  had  an  Averfion  to  his  Nourifhment, 
and  his  Breathing  became  difficult  or  labo¬ 
rious,  the  Danger  was  judged  to  be  ex¬ 
treme. 

It  was  not  obferved  that  the  Difeafe  had 
any  dated  Crifis ;  or  that  the  Signs  of  Reco¬ 
very,  or  Death,  appeared  on  any  certain  Day. 
Some  died  on  the  firft,  others  on  the  fecond, 
third,  and  on  every  Day,  to  the  feventh;  tho' 
the  greateft  Part  died  before  the  fourth  ( a ). 
Thofe  who  furvived  the  fourteenth,  were 
thought  to  be  out  of  Danger,  at  lead  from  the 
Difeafe  itfelf  (b)  $  though  fome  dropp'd  off 

unexpectedly.

The  Confequences  of  this  Difeafe  were  of¬ 
ten  felt  a  long  time  after  it  had  ceafed :  An 
exceffive  Languor  and  Weaknefs  continued 
for  many  Months  5  and  the  Voice  or  Deglu¬ 
tition  was  frequently  affeded,  fo  as  to  be  per¬ 
ceivable  in  fome  almoft  a  Year  after  (b). 

It  was  however  obferved,  that  notwith- 
ftanding  the  Difeafe  mod  frequently  was  ac¬ 
companied  with  Symptoms  ofpedilential  Ma¬ 
lignity,  yet  it  fometimes  appeared  with  a 
much  more  favourable  Afped  5  its  Progrefs 
not  being  (o  quick,  nor  its  Symptoms  fo  vi¬ 
olent  and  dangerous,  as  hath  here  been  de¬ 
ferred  to  be  the  Cafe  in  general  {c).  At  its 
firft  breaking  out  in  any  Place  it  wascommonly 
the  mod:  fevere ;  it  then  (pared  no  Age  or 
Sex,  but  fwept  off  Adults  together  with  In¬ 
fants  [d)\  By  degrees  it  became  lefs  violent,  and 
at  length  either  wholly  difappeared,  or  was 
of  fo  little  Confequence  as  to  be  disregarded.

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We  are  directed,  by  moft  of  the  Authors 
I  have  feen,  to  begin  the  Cure  of  this  Dif- 
tcmper,  whenever  we  are  called  in  Time, 
with  Evacuations;  the  chief  whereof  are 
Bleeding  and  Purging:  Which  of  the  two 
ought  to  precede  was  not  a  little  difputed; 
but  it  was  on  all  hands  agreed,  that  unlefs 
thefe  Remedies  were  very  early  applied,  as 
they  were  principally  uleful  by  way  of  Revul- 
Eon,  they  were  not  only  of  no  Advantage  to  the 
Patient,  but  highly  injurious  (e).  An  Obfer- 
vation  of  this  kind,  we  are  told  (/*),  induced 
feveral  Phyftcians  to  omit  Bleeding  intirely  $ 
and  it  was,  probably,  the  Reafon  why  thofe 
who  were  Friends  to  Venefe&ion  directed 
it  more  fparingly  in  this,  than  in  moft  other

Severinus,  who  was  by 
no  means  a  timid  Operator,  orders  from  four 
to  eight  Ounces  to  be  taken  away ;  which, 
confidering  the  common  Pra&ice  in  thofe 
Countries,  is  a  very  fmall  Quantity  (h). 

Some  not  only  gave  the  Precedence  to 
Purging,  but  imagin’d  it  alone  was  fuffi- 
dent  ^  alledging,  as  a  Reafon  for  it,  that 
fome  Children  had  recover’d,  where  this 
Evacuation  only  had  been  employed  j  whilft 
Bleeding  had  been  injurious,  by  leffening 
the  Strength  (/).  Purging  was  hpwever 
commonly  allow’d  the  fecond  Place,  by 
thofe  who  were  Advocates  for  Bleeding,

generally  made  ufe  of  Manna,  Rhubarb,  Sen¬ 
na,  Tamarinds,  Syrup  of  Rofes,  and  the  like, 
for  this  Purpofe.  But  it  was  always  incul¬ 
cated,  that,  in  directing  thefe  Evacuations, 
the  Patients  Strength  was  efpecialiy  to  be 
regarded;  fince  whatever  diminifhed  this,  in 
file  End  was  undoubtedly  prejudicial  (/). 

Severinus  orders  an  antimonial  Vomit  to 
be  given  at  the  firft  Attack,  and  a  cooling 
gently  aftringent  Gargle  to  be  ufed  Night 
and  Day.  He  then  directs  a  Clyfter,  takes 
away  fome  Blood  from  the  Jugular,  and 
gives  from  xv  to  xxi  Grains  of  Bezoar  Mi¬ 
neral  twice  a  Day,  or  oftener,  as  Occafion 
requires,  with  thin  diluting  Liquors,  in  or¬ 
der  to  raife  and  promote  a  moderate  Sweat. 
He  gives  live  or  fix  Grains  of  the  fame  Me¬ 
dicine  to  Children  at  the  Breaft,  and  com¬ 
mends  it  highly.  He  fcarifies  the  difcolcur’d 
Parts  in  the  Fauces ,  in  order  to  let  out  the 
corrofive  Virus ;  a  Practice,  which,  though 
it  was  recommended  by  the  Spaniards  ( m ),

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was  diflikcd  by  feme  of  the  moft  eminent 
Italians  (»). 

Cupping,  with  Scarification,  was  univer- 
fally  approved,  and  commonly  pradifcd. 
Leeches  were  alfo  applied,  by  way  of  Re- 
vulfion,  to  different  Parts. 

Confiderable  Benefit  was  expefted  from 
Ligatures  made  on  the  Extremities,  and  from 
chafing  the  Limbs  with  the  Hand,  or  a  Cloth  j 
alfo  from  Cupping  without  Scarification ;  ap¬ 
prehending  that  a  Re  vulfion  from  the  Parts 
affedted  was  by  this  means  procured  ;  and 
that  feme  Portion  of  the  morbific  Matter 
was  carried  off  by  the  Pores  of  the  Skin. 

Some  of  the  Spanish  Phyficians  recom¬ 
mended  Veficatorics  of  Cant  bar  ides,  and 
other  acrid  caufiic  Subftances,  to  be  laid  on 
each  Side  the  Neck  5  but  they  had  not  the 
fame  Opinion  of  their  Ulefuinefs,  when  ap¬ 
plied  to  the  Back  or  Shoulders:  Heredia  ex- 
prefly  tells  us,  that  he  had  feldom  found  an}; 
Benefit  from  them  (0)  •  Neither  do  the  Ita¬ 
lian  Phyficians  ieem  to  have  been  fond  of 
them ;  the  Progrefs  of  the  Difeafe  was,  in 
their  Opinion,  too  fwift  to  admit  of  any

To  moderate  the  continual  and  malignant 
Fever,  which  accompanied  this  Difeafe  from 
the  fir  ft,  and  which  was  thought  by  fome  to 
be  only  fymptomatical,  and  had  therefore 
the  laft  Place  in  their  Confideration  (r),  they 
had  recourfe  to  fuch  internal  Medicines  as 
were  deem'd  cordial  and  alexipharmac.  Ar¬ 
menian  Bole,  Bezoar  both  animal  and  mine¬ 
ral,  and  according  the  Philofophy  of  thofe 
Times,  the  precious  Stones,  were  reckoned 
of  this  Clafs.  Of  vegetable  Produfts,  the 
Juices  of  Citrons,  Lemons,  Oranges,  Pome¬ 
granates,  and  Sorrel  5  Vinegar,  the  juice  and 
Deco&ions  of  Borage,  Buglofs,  Carduus  Be - 
nediSliiSi  Endive,  Scabious,  Scorzonera,  Scor- 
dium,  with  many  others  of  the  like  Nature, 
were  recommended.  But  a  Decoftion  of  the 
Contrayerva  Root  was  in  the  higheft  Efteem, 
both  for  its  great  Ufe  as  an  Alexipharmac  in  ge¬ 
neral  in  this  Difeafe,  and  its  particular  Efficacy, 
when  applied  as  a  Gargle  to  the  Throat  $  of 
which  Mercatus ,  from  his  own  repeated  Ob- 
fervations,  gives  a  very  ample  Teftimony  (j).

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But  as  they  found  from  Experience,  that 
no  regular  Crijis  or  Concodion  of  the  Hu¬ 
mours  was  to  be  waited  for  5  that  no  Eva¬ 
cuations,  except  by  way  of  Revulfion,  after 
the  Accel's,  were  of  Ufe  (/),  they  began  to 
confider  the  Difeafe  as  local,  a  peculiar  (u) 
morbid  Affedion  of  the  Fauces ,  and  applied 
themfelves  chiefly  to  Topics,  without  laying 
much  Strefs  on  Internals. 

In  this  Part  of  their  Dirdions  they  have 
therefore  been  more  explicit  5  and  fome  of 
them,  in  order  to  point  out  their  Applica¬ 
tions  with  more  Propriety,  have  divided  the 
Courfe  of  this  Difeafe  into  four  different  Pe¬ 
riods  (x). 

The  firft  they  called  the  State  of  Inflam¬ 
mation.  In  this  mild  Repellents  were  thought 
neceflary;  fuch  as  Vinegar  in  Barley-Water, 
juice  of  Pomegranate,  Syrup  of  Roies,  Mul¬ 
berries,  Purflain,  or  a  Decodion  of  Barley,  red 
Rofes,  Liquorice,  and  Plantain  5  to  two  Pounds 
of  which  were  added  Acet .  Rof  5j  fs.  Syr-

Jf  it  was  required  yet 
more  repellent,  a  fmall  Quantity  of  Alum 
was  added. 

The  fecond  Stage  is  that  wherein  the  white 
Sloughs  begin  to  appear,  which  is  a  Step  to¬ 
wards  a  gangrenous  Colliquation.  In  this 
they  order'd  mild  Abftcrgents  and  Antiputrcf- 
cents  5  fuch  as  a  Deco&ion  of  Lupins,  Beans, 
Vetches,  with  Honey  of  Rofes  (,&). 

The  third  is,  when  the  Ulcers  appear  foul 
and  fordid,  and  begin  to  look  black,  a  real 
Mortification  being  come  on,  fometimes  pene¬ 
trating  to  a  confiderable  Depth,  with  great  Pu¬ 
trefaction.  More  powerful  Aftringents  and 
Exficcants  were  requifite  in  this  Cafe  5  fuch  as 
Powder  of  Myrrh,  and  a  little  Alum  mixed 
with  Honey,  or  Honey  of  Rofes,  Bole  dif- 
folv'd  in  Treacle- Water,  a  Solution  of  Un¬ 
guent.  <^y&g yptiaciim  in  Barley-Water  was 
alfo  much  in  Ufe  (a)9  Alum,  Sulphur,  Cop¬ 
peras,  Verdigrife,  Oil  of  Vitriol,  Oil  of  Sul¬ 
phur,  Spirit  of  Salt  alone,  or  mix'd,  or  di¬ 
luted  in  different  Liquors,  were  much  em¬ 
ploy'd.  In  this  Cafe,  fometimes  the  acid

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Spirits  were  dextroufly  applied  to  the  Parts  af¬ 
fected  by  means  of  an  arm'd  Probe  5  but  they 
were  oftener  diluted  with  Syrup  or  Honey  of 
Rofes,  and  in  Children  pour'd  into  the  Mouth. 

Tho'  many  had  recourfe  to  thefe  power¬ 
ful  Remedies,  and  even  to  Arfenic  itfelf,  yet 
the  moft  Experienced  were  juftly  afraid,  that 
the  Ufe  of  fuch  cauftic  and  acrimonious  Ap¬ 
plications  was  often  attended  with  pernicious 
Confequences,  both  to  Children  and  Adults  3 
and  they  are  therefore,  with  great  Reafon, 
condemned  by  Mercatus  (b). 

Nevertheless  feme  went  fo  far  as  to  ad- 
vife  the  actual  Cautery,  if  the  potential 
ones  did  not  fucceed,  and  give  Direftions  for 
the  Time  and  Manner  of  their  Application,  (c) 
but  as  this  Operation  will  be  liable  to  all  the 
Objections  made  to  the  former,  to  have  men¬ 
tion'd  it  will,  1  imagine, bethought  fufficient. 

Tho'  the  Author  laft  quoted  advifes  us  to 
fcarify  the  black  or  livid  Crufts  or  Sloughs, 
yet  he  gives  us  a  Caution  not  to  tear  them 
off,  or  forcibly  feparate  them,  as  the  Conic-

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quences  would  be  an  Increafe  of  Pain,  and 
Inflammation;  whence  the  Ulcers  would 
fpread,<fend  at  the  fame  time  eat  deeper  [d). 

in  the  fourth  Stage  the  Putrefadion  is 
fuppofed  to  be  extinguished,  the  mortified 
Parts  cafl:  off,  and  an  Ulcer  only  remains. 
In  this  Cafe,  the  Fume  of  white  Amber 
thrown  on  live  Coals,  and  received  into  the 
Month,  as  a  Suffitus ,  was  advifed;  alfo  the 
Vinum  Myrrhites,  a  Decodion  ofGuaiacum, 
Rofes,  Balauftines,  Pomegranate-Peels,  by 
way  of  Gargle  ;  Medicines  that  were  fup¬ 
pofed  to  dry  with  fome  Degree  of  Aftrin- 
gency. 

Such  was  the  Appearance  of  this  Difeafe 
at  its  firft  being  taken  notice  of  in  Europe  ; 
and  fuch,  as  far  as  I  can  colled,  the  Me¬ 
thods  of  Cure  purfued  by  the  Authors  above- 
mention'd. 

The  Difeafe  which  is  defcribed  in  the 
following  Pages,  appears  to  be  the  fame  with 
the  Angina  maligna ,  or  ftrangulatory  Af¬ 
fection  of  the  Fauces  of  thefe  Writers,  and 
feems  only  to  differ  from  that  in  Degree; 
in  which,  as  it  is  much  more  favourable  and 
mild  with  us  in  general,  than  it  was  in  the 
Countries  where  they  pradifed,  we  have 
greatly  the  Advantage.

ACCORDING  to  the  Information  I 
have  received  from  feverai  eminent 
Perfons  of  the  Faculty,  it  was  in  the  Year 
1739,  that  a  Difeafe  was  firft  taken  notice  of, 
which  was  thought  to  be  the  Morbus  ftran- 
gulatorius ,  already  defcribed,  and  which  dif¬ 
fered  in  no  effential  Circumftance,  as  far  as 
I  can  learn,  from  the  Diftemper  which  is 
the  Subject  of  this  Treatife. 

The  fudden  Death  of  two  Children  in  a 
Family  of  Diftindion,  and  of  fome  others 
near  the  fame  Part  of  the  Town,  whofe 
Complaints  had  chiefly  been  of  a  fore 
Throat,  feem  to  have  occafioifd  this  Sufpi- 
cion  :  But  as  very  few  Cafes  of  the  like  Na¬ 
ture  occurred  after  thefe,  or,  if  they  happen’d, 
pafs'd  unobferv’d,  little  mention  was  made  of 
it  during  feverai  Years. 

D  2  It 
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It  began  however  to  fhew  itfelf  again 
in  1742,  but  not  in  fo  general  a  Way  as  to 
render  it  the  Subjed  of  much  public  DiP 
courfe $  for  tho’  fuch  of  the  Faculty,  as  were 
in  the  moft  exteniive  Pradice,  met  with  it 
now-and-then,  in  the  City  efpecially,  it  re¬ 
mained  unknown  to  the  greatefl:  Parr  of 
Fraflitioners,  till  within  thefe  two  or  three 
Years,  in  which  Time  its  Appearance  hath 
been  more  frequent,  both  in  Town,  and 
the  Villages  adjacent. 

In  the  Winter  of  1746,  fo  many  Chil¬ 
dren  died,  and  fo  fuddenly,  at  Bromley 
near  Bow  in  Middle fex^  of  a  Dileafe  that 
feenfd  to  yield  to  no  Remedies  or  Appli¬ 
cations,  that  the  Inhabitants  were  greatly 
alarmed  by  it  5  fome  loling  all,  and  others 
the  greater  Part  of  their  Children,  after  a 
few  Days  Indifpofition.  Some  others  of  the 
neighbouring  Places  were  affeded  at  the  fame 
time  with  the  like  Difeafe  5  which,  from  all 
the  Accounts  I  have  met  with,  from  thofe 
who  attended  the  Sick,  was  that  here  treated 
of.  I  am  informed  likewife  that  it  raged 
at  Greenwich  about  the  fame  time  (a).

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— —  It  ft  ill  continues  in  this  City,  and 
fometimes  {hews  itfelf  in  the  Villages  about 
it,  though  at  prefent  with  fo  mild  an  Afpeft, 
as  feldom  to  prove  fatal ;  unlefs  the  Subject 
is  very  unfavourable,  or  the  Difeafe  hath  been 
negle&ed,  or  improperly  treated  at  the  Be¬ 
ginnings  which  Circumftances,  tho*  of  fomc 
Importance  in  all  Cafes,  yet  are  of  the  ut- 
moft  in  this;  as  a  wrong  Step  at  the  firft 
may  put  it  out  of  the  Power  of  Art  to  af¬ 
ford  Relief. 

ThoJ  this  Difeafe  has  now  been  amongft  us 
feveral  Years,  and  has  confequently  furvived 
the  different  Seafons,  and  all  the  Variety  of 
Weather  to  which  we  are  expofed,  yet  it 
feems  to  (hew  itfelf  moft  frequently  in  Au¬ 
tumn  and  the  Beginning  of  Winter;  at  leaft 
I  have  met  with  many  more  Cafes  from  Sep¬ 
tember  to  ‘December  inclufive,  than  in  all 
the  other  Months  together. 

It  may  likewife  be  remark'd,  that  the 
Summers  of  1747  an^  I74s  were  dry,  with 
fome  Days  in  each  uncommonly  hot,  for 

this 


what  he  has  feen,  and  only  what  he  has  feen,  in  fuch  a  man¬ 
ner  as  he  thought  would  beft  contribute  to  public  Advan¬ 
tage.  It  may  alfo  be  neceflary  to  obferve,  that  the  Difeafe 
is  defcribed,  as  it  appeared  in  1747  and  1748,  that  if  the 
Symptoms  fhould  hereafter  vary  in  any  Circumftance, 
the  Diverfity  may  be  attributed  to  the  Nature  of  the 
Diftemper,  and  not  imputed  to  Defign  or  Inattention. 
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this  Climate  5  the  Mercury  in  Fahrenheit's 
Thermometer  riling  in  the  Shade,  and  with- 
in-doors,  one  Day  to  78,  and  during  feveral 
to  75  and  6.  The  Autumns  of  the  fame 
Years  were  as  unufually  temperate  and  warms 
the  Wind  continuing  longer  in  the  South¬ 
erly  Points  than  has  often  been  known  at 
this  Scafon. 

In  this  Country,  as  well  as  in  thofe 
where  the  Angina  maligna  was  firft  taken 
notice  of,  Children  and  young  People  are 
more  expofed  to  it  than  Adults :  A  greater 
Number  of  Girls  have  it  than  Boys;  more 
Women  than  Men  s  2nd  the  infirm  of 
either  Sex  are  more  liable  to  have  the  Dif- 
eafe,  and  to  fuffer  from  it,  than  the  healthy 
and  vigorous.  I  have  feen  very  few  grown 
People  of  this  Clafs  who  had  it,  and  not 
one  who  died  of  it. 

If  it  breaks  out  in  a  Family,  all  the  Chil¬ 
dren  are  commonly  affeded  with  it,  if  the 
healthy  are  not  kept  apart  from  the  fick  ; 
and  fuch  Adults  as  are  frequently  with  them, 
and  receive  their  Breath  near  at  hand,  often 
undergo  the  fame  Difeafe. 

It  generally  comes  on  with  fuch  a  Giddinefs 
of  the  Head,  as  often  precedes  Fainting,  and 
a  Chilnefs  or  Shivering  like  that  of  an  Ague- 
Fit :  This  is  foon  follow’d  by  great  Heat  $ 
and  thefe  interchangeably  fucceed  each  other 
during  fome  Hours,  till  at  length  the  Heat 

becomes 
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becomes  conftant  and  intenfe.  The  Patient 
then  complains  of  an  acute  Pain  in  the  Head, 
of  Heat  and  Sorenefs,  rather  than  Pain,  in 
the  Throat,  StifFnefs  of  the  Neck,  com¬ 
monly  of  great  Sicknefs,  with  Vomiting, 
Purging,  or  both  {{?).  The  Face  foon  after 
looks  red  and  fwell'd,  the  Eyes  inflam'd  and 
watry,  as  in  the  Meafles;  with  Reftleffnefs, 
Anxiety,  and  Faintnefs. 

This  Difeafe  frequently  feizes  the  Patient 
in  the  fore  Part  of  the  Day :  As  Night  ap¬ 
proaches,  the  Heat  and  Reftleffnefs  increafe, 
till  towards  Morning  5  when,  after  a  fhort 
difturbed  Slumber  (the  only  Repofe  they  of¬ 
ten  have  during  feveral  Nights),  a  Sweat 
breaks  out  5  which  mitigates  the  Heat  and 
Reftleffnefs,  and  gives  the  Difeafe  fometimes 
the  Appearance  of  an  Intermittent, 

If  the  Mouth  and  Throat  be  examin'd 
foon  after  the  firft  Attack,  the  Uvula  and 
Tonjils  appear  fwell'd  5  and  thefe  Parts,  to¬ 
gether

And  I  have  found,  that  within  thefe  three  Months,  the 
abovemention’d  Symptoms  have  not  fo  regularly  appeared 
as  before* 
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g ether  with  the  Velum  Pendulum  Palaft^ 
the  Cheeks  on  each  Side  near  the  Entrance 
into  the  Fauces,  and  as  much  of  them  and 
the  Pharynx  behind  as  can  be  feen,  appear 
of  a  florid  red  Colour.  This  Colour  is  com¬ 
monly  moft  obfervable  on  the  pofterior 
Edge  of  the  Palate,  in  the  Angles  above  the 
Tonfils ,  and  upon  the  Tonjils  themfelves* 
Inftead  of  this  Rednefs,  a  broad  Spot  or 
Patch,  of  an  irregular  Figure,  and  of  a  pale 
white  Colour,  is  fometimes  to  be  feen,  fur- 
rounded  with  a  florid  Red  5  which  White- 
nefs  commonly  appears  like  that  of  the 
Gums  immediately  after  having  been  prefled 
with  the  Finger,  or  as  if  Matter  ready  to 
be  difeharged  was  contained  underneath. 

Generally  on  the  fecond  Day  of  the  Dif- 
eafe,  the  Face,  Neck,  Bread,  and  Hands  to 
the  Fingers  Ends,  are  become  of  a  deep  ery~ 
fipelatous  Colour,  with  a  fenfible  Tumefac¬ 
tion  ;  the  Fingers  are  frequently  tinged  in 
fo  remarkable  a  manner,  that,  from  feeing 
them  only,  it  has  not  been  difficult  to  guefs 
at  the  Difeafe. 

A  gr^at  Number  of  fmall  Pimples,  of  a 
Colour  diftinguifhably  more  intenfe  than  that 
which  furrounds  them,  appear  on  the  Arms, 
and  other  Parts.  They  are  larger,  and  more 
prominent  in  thofe  Subjeds,  and  in  thofe 
Parts  of  the  fame  Subjed,  where  the  Red¬ 
nefs  is  lead  intenfe  5  which  is  generally  on 
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the  Arms,  the  Bread,  and  lower  Extremi¬ 
ties  (a). 

As  the  Skin  acquires  this  Colour,  the  Sick- 
nefs  commonly  goes  off,  the  Vomiting  and 
Purging  ceafe  of  themfeives,  and  rarely  con¬ 
tinue  after  the  firft  Day. 

The  Appearance  in  the  Fauces  continues 
to  be  the  lame  5  except  that  the  white  Places 
become  of  a  more  opake  White,-  and  it  is 
now  difcpverable,  that  what  at  firft  might 
have  been  taken  for  the  fuperficial  Covering 
of  a  fuppurated  Tumor,  is  really  a  Slough, 
concealing  an  Ulcer  of  the  fame  Dimen- 
ftons. 

All  the  Parts  of  the  Fauces  above-men¬ 
tioned  are  liable  to  thefe  Ulcerations  5  but 
they  generally  are  firft  difcernible  in  the  An¬ 
gles  above  the  iio?ifils>  or  on  the  Tenfils 
themfelves  5  though  they  arp  often  to  be 
feen  in  the  Arch  form’d  by  the  Uvula, 
and  one  of  the  ! Tonfils  5  alfo  on  the  Fha- 
rynx  behind,  on  the  Infide  of  the  Cheeks, 
and  the  Bafe  of  the  Tongue,  which  they

The  parotid  Glands  U?)  on  each  Side  com¬ 
monly  (well,  grow  hard,  and  are  painful  to 
the  Touch  >  if  the  Difeafe  is  violent,  the 
Neck  and  Throat  are  furrounded  with  a  lame

cede  mate  us  Tumor,  fometimes  extending  it- 
felf  to  the  Bread  5  which,  by  ftraitening  the 
Fauces ,  increafes  the  Danger. 

Towards  Night,  the  Heat  and  Reftleffhefs 
increafe,  and  a  "Delirium  frequently  comes 
on.  This  Symptom,  which  appears  in  fome 
even  on  the  firft  Night,  feems  to  differ  con- 
fidcrably  from  the  like  Affe&ion  in  other 
Difeafes.  They  commonly  anfwer  the  Que- 
(lions  put  to  them  properly,  but  with  an  un- 
ufual  Quicknefs  3  they  talk  to  themfelves  in¬ 
coherently  when  left  alone,  and  frequently 
betray  the  firft  Tendency  to  this  Difbrder,

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by  affecting  too  great  a  Compofure:  This 
for  the  moft  part  happens  to  thofe  who  fleep 
but  little  ;  for  fome  are  comatous  and  ftupid, 
and  take  little  notice  of  any  thing  that  paffes. 

In  this  manner  they  continue  during  two, 
three,  or  more  Days  5  they  commonly  grow 
hot  and  reftlefs  towards  Evening:  Which 
Symptoms  and  the 4 Delirium  increafe  as  Night 
comes  on;  a  Sweat  more  or  lefs  profufe  breaks 
out  towards  Morning  i  and  from  this  time 
they  are  eafier  during  fome  Hours;  aFaintnefs 
only  continuing,  of  which  they  frequently 
complain  more  than  of  the  reft  of  their  Suf¬ 
ferings. 

The  Difeafe  feems  to  have  no  flared  Period 
which  can  properly  be  called  its  Ax.coi  or 
Height.  Some  crow  eafier  from  the  firft: 
Day  of  the  Attack  ;  but,  in  general,  the 
Symptoms  of  Recovery  appear  on  the  third, 
fourth,  or  fifth  Day,  and  proceed  in  the  fob 
4  lowing  manner : 

Firft,  the  Rednefs  of  the  Skin  difappears ; 
the  Heat  grows  lefs ;  the  Pulfe,  which  was 
hitherto  very  quick,  becomes  flower ;  the  ex¬ 
ternal  Swellings  of  the  Neele  fubftde  (c) ;  the

the  Parotids  themfelves  ;  which  fometimes  continue 
fwell’d  and  hard  a  long  time  after  the  other  Symptoms 
abate,  and  at  length  fuppurate. 
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Sloughs  in  the  Fauces  cad  off;  the  Ulcera¬ 
tions  fill  up  5  the  Patient  deeps  without  Con- 
fufion,  is  compofed  when  awake,  and  his 
Appetite  begins  to  return  towards  more  fi> 
lid  Nourishment,  than  has  hitherto  been  al¬ 
low'd  him. 

The  Pulfe,  during  the  whole  Courfe  of 
this  Difeafe,  is  generally  very  quick  5  fre¬ 
quently  120  Strokes  or  more  in  a  Minure  : 
In  fome  it  is  hard  and  fcnall ;  in  others  foft 
and  full  3  but  without  that  Strength  and 
Eirmnefs  which  ufually  accompany  equal 
Quicknefs  and  Heat  in  genuine  inflamma¬ 
tory  Diforders. 

If  a  Vein  is  open'd  foon  after  the  Diftem- 
per  is  come  on,  the  Blood  generally  appears 
of  a  frefh  florid  Red  5  the  Craj] amentum  is 
rather  of  a  lax  gelatinous  Texture,  than  denfe 
or  compact;  the  Serum  yellow,  and  in  a  large 
Proportion  {d). 

The  Urine  is  at  firft  crude,  and  of  a  pale 
Whey-Colour:  As  the  Difeafe  advances,  it 
turns  yellower,  as  if  Bile  was  diluted  in  it  j 
and  foon  after  the  Patient  fhews  any  Marks 
of  Recovery,  it  commonly  grows  turbid, 
&nd  depofits  a  farinaceous  Sediment. 

They  feldom  have  any  Stools,  if  the  Sym¬ 
ptoms  are  favourable,  from  the  Time  when 

the 


{d)  But  it  is  often  fizy  when  the  Difeafe  has  conti¬ 
nued  two  or  three  Days  ;  and  in  fome  Inftances  which 
lately  occurr’d,  it  was  fo,  foon  after  the  fir  ft  Attack, 
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the  Purging,  which  generally  attends  the  Ac- 
ceffion,  ceafes.  This  Difcharge  is  frequently 
bilious,  and  without  any  Pain:  Tho"  thefe 
Evacuations  differ  in  different  Habits. 

They  complain  of  Thirft  commonly  lefs 
in  this  than  in  other  acute  Difeafes.  The 
Tongue  is  generally  moift,  and  not  often 
furr'd :  In  fome  neverthelefs  it  is  cover'd  with 
a  thick  white  Coat  or  Fur,  and  thofe  who 
are  fo  affefted,  often  complain  of  Sorenefs 
about  the  Root  of  the  Tongue. 

The  Uvula  and  Tonfilsy  tho’  they  are  fome- 
times  fo  much  fwelPd,  as  to  leave  but  a  very 
narrow  Entrance  into  the  Gullet,  and  this  En¬ 
trance  frequently  furrounded  with  Ulcers  or 
Sloughs  5  yet  the  Patients  often  fwallow 
with  lefs  Difficulty  and  Pain  than  might  be 
expe&ed  under  fuch  Circumftances  (<?). 

They  frequently  complain,  foon  after  they 
are  taken  ill,  of  an  cffcnfive  putrid  Smell, 
affefting  their  Throats  and  Noftrils,  which 
oft  occafions  Sicknefs  before  any  Ulcerations 
appear. 

In  thofe  who  have  this  Difeafe  in  a  fevere 
manner,  the  Infide  of  the  Noftrils,  as  high 
up  as  can  be  feen,  frequently  appears  of  a 


(e)  I  have  feen  a  few  Cafes,  where  thefe  Glands  were 
fo  enlarged,  as  to  force  back  thro3  the  Noftrils  a  confider- 
^ble  Part  of  the  Nourifhment  they  took, 
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deep  red,  or  almoft  livid  Colour :  After  a 
Day  or  two,  a  thin  corrofive  Saniesy  or  with 
it  a  white  putrid  Matter  of  a  thicker  Con- 
flftence,  flows  from  them,  which  is  fo  acrid, 
as  to  excoriate  the  Part  it  lies  upon  any  con- 
flderable  time.  This  is  mod  obfervable  in 
Children,  or  in  young  and  very  tender  Sub- 
jeds,  whofe  Lips  likewife  are  frequently 
of  the  Colour  above-mentioned,  and  cover'd 
on  the  Infide  with  Veficles  containing  a  thin 
Ichor,  which  excoriates  the  Angles  of  their 
Mouths,  and  the  Cheeks  where  it  touches 
them. 

It  is  probable,  that  Part  of  the  fame  acrid 
Matter  paffes  with  the  Nourifhment  into 
the  Stomach ;  efpecially  in  Children  $  and 
it  is  perhaps  owing  to  this  Caufe  in  parr, 
that  they  luffer  much  more  from  this  Dif- 
temper  than  Adults  5  this  corrofive  Fluid 
without  Doubt  producing  the  fame  Effects 
on  the  Stomach  and  Bowels,  as  it  does 
when  applied  to  the  much  lefs  fenfible  Skin 
of  the  Face ;  i.  e.  it  excoriates  the  Parts  it 
touches;  which  in  fad  feems  to  be  the 
Cafe :  For,  if  they  get  over  the  Difeafe,  a 
Purging  fometimes  fuceeeds  it,  attended 
with  the  Symptoms  of  Ulcerations  in  the 
Bowels*  and  after  enduring  great  Pain  and 
Mifery,  perhaps  fome  Weeks,  they  at  length 
die  emaciated  :  I  have  been  informed,  that 
fome  Children  have  had  the  Parts  about 
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the  Anus  excoriated  (/) ;  the  Sanies  retain¬ 
ing  its  Virulency  throJ  the  whole  Trad  of 
the  Inteftines. 

The  Sick  fometimes  bleed  at  the  Nofe 
towards  the  Beginning  of  the  Difeafe  5  and 
the  Menfes  very  often  appear  in  thofe  of  the 
Female  Sex,  who  are  of  Age  to  have  them, 
foon  after  they  are  feized,  notwithftanding 
the  regular  Period  is  at  a  confiderable  Di- 
fiance  :  If  they  are  taken  ill  about  the  ufual 
Seafon,  the  Difcharge  is  commonly  greater 
than  it  ought  to  be.  Some  youngPerfons,  who 
never  had  the  leaft  Appearance  of  them,  have 
had  this  Evacuation  during  their  Illnefs. 

In  ftrong  and  full  Habits,  thefe  Evacua¬ 
tions  are  feldom  attended  with  much  Bene¬ 
fit,  or  manifeft  ill  EfFeds,  unlefs  they  are 
very  copious  5  for  in  this  Cafe  they  occafion 
meat  Faintnefs,  and  an  Increafe  of  the  other 
Symptoms,  in  proportion  to  the  Excefs.  In 
tender  weak  Subjeds  they  are  often  preju¬ 
dicial. 

It  has  happen'd  in  this  Difeafe,  that  Hae¬ 
morrhages  from  the  Nofe  and  Mouth  have 
fuddeniy  carried  off  the  Patient.  I  have 
heard  of  the  like  Accident  from  Bleeding  at 

the 


(f)  Some  Adults,  who  have  had  the  Difeafe  in  a  vi¬ 
olent  Degree,  have  fuffer’d  very  much  from  the  fame 
Caufe  :  Emollient  mucilaginous  Liquids  taken  plentifully, 
and  alfo  applied  externally,  by  way  of  Fomentation,  to 
the  Part  affeded,  frequently  give  fpeedy  Relief. 
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the  Ear:  Bat  thefe  fatal  Difcharges  moil  com¬ 
monly  happen  after  the  Patient  has  been  ill 
feveral  Days ;  and  it  feems  more  probable, 
that  they  proceed  from  the  Separation  of 
fome  Slough  from  the  Branch  of  an  Artery, 
rather  than  from  a  Fulnefs  of  the  Veffels,  or 
an  Effort  of  Nature  to  relieve  herfelf  by  a 
falutary  Crifis  Q?). 

Bleeding  in  this  Difeafe  has  in  general 
been  obferved  to  be  prejudicial :  Some  in¬ 
deed  admit  of  it  at  the  firft  Attack,  without 
any  fenfible  Inconvenience;  but  a  Repetition 
of  it,  even  where  the  Difeafe  is  mild  and 
favourable,  feldom  fails  to  aggravate  the 
Symptoms  ;  and  in  fome  Cafes  it  appears 
to  have  produced  very  fatal  Confequences. 
The  Heat,  Reftleffnefs,  Delirium,  and  Diffi¬ 
culty  of  breathing,  which  this  Evacuation 
commonly  prevents  or  mitigates  in  other 
Cafes,  in  this  are  increafed  by  it  5  nor  does

Tho’  of  three  whom  I  attended,  and  who  had  this  Sym¬ 
ptom,  two  recover’d;  the  third  died  of  a  Bleeding  at  the 
Nofe,  before  any  Affiftance  could  be  procured. 
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the  Swelling  of  the  Tonfils,  Fauces,  See.  feem 
to  receive  the  lead  Benefit  from  it :  On  the 
contrary,  tho*  the  Fulnefs  of  thefe  Parts 
decreafes,  yet  the  Sloughs  thicken,  and  change 
to  a  livid  or  black  Colour,  the  external  Tu¬ 
mor  grows  large,  and  the  Spitting  corn* 
monly  diminiflies  (h). 

Nor  has  Purging  beenobferved  to  be  more 
beneficial :  Gentle  Cathartics  have  brought  on 
very  dangerous  Symptoms.  Upon  procuring 
a  few  Stools  with  Manna,  efpeciaily  when 
the  Difeafe  has  continued  two  or  three  Days, 
the  Rednefs  of  the  Skin  has  difappeared,  and 
the  Flux  to  the  Throat  has  been  furprifingly 
increafed  :  If  it  happens  that  this  Difcharge 
by  Stool  continues,  the  Swelling  of  the  Neck 
commonly  grows  larger,  the  Fauces  become 
flaccid,  dry,  and  livid ;  and  the  Patient  in  a 
few  Hours  after  this  expires :  So  that  Purga¬ 
tives  feem  to  have  no  better  Effe&s  in  dimi- 
nifhing  the  Tumor,  and  abating  the  fuppofed 
Inflammation,  than  Bleeding.

(h)  The  Heat  indeed  and  Quicknefs  of  the  Pulfe  feem 
at  firft  to  beaffe£ted  by  this  Evacuation,  but  they  commonly 
return  after  a  fallacious  Refpite  with  greater  Violence ; 
the  Patient  is  feized  with  a  Difficulty  of  breathing,  falls 
into  cold  Sweats,  ajStupor,  and  dies  fuddenJv.

Nitrous  cooling  Medicines  frequently  pro¬ 
duce  the  like  Effc&s;  they  increafe  that  Faint- 
nefs  which  accompanies  this  Difeafe,  and 
either  difpofe  the  Patient  to  copious  finking 
Sweat $,  or  to  Stools. 

Upon  the  Whole,  it  appears,  that  all  Eva¬ 
cuations  which  tend  to  leffen  the  natural 
Strength  of  the  Conftitution,  are  in  this  Dif- 
eafe  injurious  5  and  that  thofe  Perfons  in 
common  are  in  the  greateft  Danger,  if  at¬ 
tacked  with  it,  who  have  been  previoufly  in- 
difpofed,  or  have  had  their  Strength  impair'd 
by  Grief,  or  any  other  Accident.  Of  which 
it  may  not  perhaps  be  improper  to  relate  an 
Inftance  or  two  in  this  Place,  as  it  will  alfo 
tend  to  explain  the  ufual  Progrefs  of  the 
Symptoms  in  the  word  Cafes  we  meet  with. 

A  young  Gentlewoman  about  2  6  Years  of 
Age,  of  a  pale  lax  Habit,  but  of  an  a&ive 
cheatful  Difpofition,  had  enjoy'd  a  pretty 
good  Share  of  Health  111  common,  till  a  Year 
or  two  before  her  laft  Illnefs  5  about  that 
time  fhe  unhappily  made  ufe  of  fome  exter¬ 
nal  and  empirical  Application  to  remove  a 
Rednefs  attended  with  Pimples,  which  now¬ 
and-then  broke  out  in  her  Face.  She  was 
foon  relieved  from  this  Complaint  by  the 
Medicine  ihe  ufed  j  but  was  quickly  after 
feized  with  Sicknefs,  Vomiting,  Lofs  of  Ap¬ 
petite,  and  cither  an  obftinate  Coftivenefs* 
4  or 
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or  a  troublefome  Diarrhoea  5  the  Menfes  were 
pale,  and  in  fmall  Quantities  5  and  her  Health 
in  general  was  greatly  impaired. 

She  had  fcarce  recover’d  from  this  weak 
State,  when  the  Death  of  a  near  Relation 
brought  her  almoft  into  the  fame  Circum- 
fiances;  from  which  fhe  was  flowly  recruit¬ 
ing,  when  fhe  married.  Her  Sicknefs,  Vo¬ 
miting,  and  Lofs  of  Appetite,  foon  return’d  5 
which  fhe  conceal’d  as  much  as  poffibie. 

Under  thefe  Difadvantages,  fhe  was  feized 
with  this  Diftemper,  a  Day  or  two  after  fhe 
had  vifited  an  Acquaintance  labouring  under 
the  fame  Diforder  :  It  came  on  with  a  Cold- 
nefs  and  Trembling  like  that  of  an  Ague-Fit, 
great  Faintnefs,  and  an  acute  Pain  in  her  Head, 
with  a  Vomiting  more  violent  than  fhe  was 
ufually  affe&ed  with,  and  a  Purging.  To- 
wards  Evening  fhe  grew  very  hot  and  reftlefs, 
complained  of  a  Sorenefs  in  her  Throat,  and 
the  Difcharges  abated.  Her  Face,  Neck,  and 
Hands  were  intenfely  red  5  fhe  frequently 
figh’d,  and  from  her  Afped  and  Gefturcs 
there  was  Reafon  to  fufped  a  Delirium  ap¬ 
proaching.  She  flept  little  that  Night  3  and 
next  Morning  her  Pulfe,  which  before  was 
very  quick  and  fmall,  feemed  to  be  fome- 
what  more  full,  but  not  fenfibly  flower  ;  and 
fhe  complained  of  Faintnefs  and  Anxiety. 
The  Parts  about  the  Fauces  were  much  re¬ 
lax’d,  very  red,  in  fome  Places  almoft  livid, 
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with  a  kind  of  glofly  Drynefs  upon  them. 
She  continued  in  this  manner,  without  any 
remarkable  Increafe  of  Symptoms  till  Night, 
when  the  Loofenefs  return'd,  and  in  a  very 
fhort  time  exhaufted  her  Strength  to  a  great 
Degree:  The  Rednefs  upon  the  Skin  dil ap¬ 
peared,  the  Extremities  grew  cold,  her  Eyes 
became  dim,  her  Pulfe  fcarce  perceptible, 
file  breath'd  with  Difficulty,  and  expired  in 
the  Morning,  on  the  third  Day  of  the  DiE 
cafe. 

Another  young  Woman,  who  frequently 
vifited,  and  fometimes  affifted  a  Relation, 
who  had  this  Difeafe,  was  attack'd  with  it 
in  the  ufual  manner.  She  was  about  17,  of 
a  pale  and  fomewhat  bloated  lax  Habit,  na¬ 
turally  inadive,  averfe  to  Exercife,  and  was 
thought  to  have,  indulged  fome  painful  So- 
licitude,  to  the  Prejudice  of  her  Health, 
and  making  way  for  an  obftinate  Chlorofis. 

Under  thefe  Circumftances  (he  was  feized 
with  the  ufual  Complaints,  but  in  a  violent 
manner.  The  Purging  continued  till  the 
Day  following  $  when  it  yielded  for  the  pre- 
fent  to  Opiates  j  but  conftantly  return'd  when 
their  Effects  were  over.  The  other  Sym¬ 
ptoms,  fuch  as  Heat,  Reftleffnefs,  Anxiety, 
and  Faintnefs,  increafed  with  the  Purging  5 
the  Pulfe  was  fmall,  quick,  and  hard  >  a  Dif¬ 
ficulty  of  breathing  came  on,  the  fmall  Re¬ 
mains 
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mains  of  Luftre  in  the  Eye  perifh’d,  and 
fhe  died  early  on  the  fourth  Day  of  the  Dif- 
temper. 

No  Marks  of  any  Sloughs  in  the  Throat 
appeared  in  either  of  thefe  Cafes  5  but  the 
Rednefs  became  daily  more  intenfe,  and  ap¬ 
proached  nearer  to  Lividnefs,  whilft  the 
Fauces  could  be  infpe&ed  ;  which,  from  the 
great  Difficulty  they  had  in  breathing,  was 
impra&icable  feveral  Hours  before  the  Pa¬ 
tients  expired. 

Warm  aromatic  Cordials,  and  anodyne 
Aftringents,  were  adminiftred  affiduoufly, 
with  fuitable  Nourifhment,  and  Veficatories 
applied  fucceffively  to  the  Neck  on  each 
Side,  the  Shoulders  and  Arms,  but  without 
Effeft. 

If  the  Purging  therefore  continues  long 
after  the  firfi:  Exacerbation  of  the  Difcafe,  it 
may  be  look'd  upon  as  a  dangerous  Sym¬ 
ptom  s  for  tho’  it  be  fometimes  reftrain'd  for 
the  prefent  by  Opiates  or  Aftringents,  yet  it 
commonly  returns  with  more  Vehemence, 
when  their  Efficacy  ceafes,  and  in  a  fhort 
time  exhaufts  the  fmall  Degree  of  Strength

remaining. 

In  this  Cafe  they  generally  fpit  very  little ; 
the  Fauces  appear  dry,  gloffy,  and  livid  ; 
the  external  Tumor  grows  large;  they  void 
their  Excrements  without  perceiving  it,  and 
fall  into  profufe  Sweats;  Refpiration  be¬ 
comes 
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comes  difficult  and  laborious  ?  the  Pulfe 
finks ;  the  extreme  Parts  grow  cold,  and 
Death  in  a  few  Hours  clofes  the  Scene }  and 
in  no  Difeafe  that  I  have  feen  is  the  Eye  fo 
early  deprived  of  its  Luftre  as  in  this  5  for  it 
is  fometimes  opake  or  dim  feveral  Hours 
before  Death  5  and,  as  <^/Etius  Cletus  hath 
observed,  is  a  fatal  Prefage  of  its  Ap¬ 
proach  (i).

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feenfd  to  be  the  Caufe  of  fudden  Death,  in  a 
Girl  about  12  Years  old.  She  was  feized  in 
the  common  Way,  with  Shivering,  Head- 
ach,  Sicknefs,  Vomiting,  and  Purging.  The 
Difcharges  abated  in  a  few  Hours,  and  were 
fucceeded  by  great  Heat,  Rednefs  of  the  Skin* 
and  a  fore  Throat  5  the  Uvula,  Tonfils ,  and 
contiguous  Parts  were  red,  and  fo  fwell'd 
in  eight  or  ten  Hours,  as  to  touch  each 
other,  and  feenfd  to  clofe  the  Entrance  into 
the  Pharynx.  She  breath'd  without  much 
Difficulty,  fwallow'd  with  lefs  Pain  than 
could  be  imagin'd,  and  fpit  up  large  Quan¬ 
tities  of  Phlegm.  About  fix  in  the  Even¬ 
ing  fhe  was  feized  with  a  Difficulty  of 
breathing,  as  if  ftrangled :  Thofe  about  her 
rais'd  her  up,  thinking  fhe  was  in  a  Fit  5  fhe 
recover'd  herfelf  a  little,  but  expired  upon 
being  again  laid  down  in  Bed,  in  fomewhat 
lefs  than  24  Hours  from  the  firft  Attack.  A 
large  Quantity  of  vifcid  Phlegm,  with  which* 
after  fhe  was  dead,  her  Mouth  appear'd  to 
be  fill'd,  together  with  the  tumefied  Uvula , 
Tonfils ,  and  Velum  Palati ,  had  perhaps 
jointly  clofed  the  Rima  Glottidis ,  and  put 
a  Stop  to  Refpiration. 

By  a  Fall  in  her  Infancy  fhe  was  reduced 
to  the  Neceffity  of  ufing  Crutches.  She  was 
big-bon'd,  had  a  good  Appetite,  and  for  want 
of  that  Exercife,  which  Perfons  at  her  Age 
commonly  enjoy,  feem'd  to  be  plethoric.

Theft  Circumftances  perhaps  might  contri¬ 
bute  to  this  fpeedy  and  unhappy  Event. 

Accidents  of  the  like  kind  feem  not  to 
have  been  uncommon  while  this  Difeafe 
continued  in  Italy  y  according  to  a  Remark 
of  Cortejius  (k). 

From  the  preceding  Account  of  the  Sore 
Throat  attended  with  Ulcers  (/),  it  will,  I 
believe,  appear,  that  this  Difeafe  is  widely 
different  from  a  common  Sore  Throaty  or 
jimple  Inflammation  of  any  of  the  Tarts 
about  the  Fauces  5  both  as  to  the  Subject 
commonly  affeded  by  it,  the  Manner  of  its 
Attack,  the  Progrefs  of  the  Symptoms,  and 
its  Conciufion:  For  the  fore  Throat  with 
Ulcers  generally  attacks  Children ;  and  of 
thefe,  Girls  -more  frequently  than  Boys,  as 
hath  been  obferv’d :  If  Adults  are  feized  with 
ir,  they  are  commonly  fuch  as  have  been 
very  much  converfant  with  the  Sick,  or  elfe

(/)  The  Difeafe  here  treated  of  is,  ftridly,  a  Sore 
Throat  ;  fince  by  Sorenefs  we  aptly  exprefs  the  uneafy 
Senfation  accompanying  an  Ulcer  (/.  e.  a  Sore)  and  not 
that  which  attends  an  Inflammation  ;  which  is  indeed 
Pairiy  but  not  properly  Sorenefs, 
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are  weak  and  infirm:  And  it  feems  to  af¬ 
fect  thole  Adults  in  the  fevered  manner* 
who  have  been  previously  indifpofed,  or 
whofe  Strength  has  been  reduced  by  unfea- 
fonable  or  immoderate  Evacuations. 

On  the  contrary,  the  common  Angina,  or 
an  Inflammation  of  the  Tonfils ,  mod  fre¬ 
quently  attacks  the  healthy,  the  vigorous, 
and  robud  ;  the  weak,  the  delicate,  and  in¬ 
firm,  are  lefs  expofed  to  it,  at  lead  fuffer  lefs 
from  it,  than  the  former. 

As  both  Difeafes  are  attended  with  a  Fe¬ 
ver,  and  as  mod  Fevers  come  on  with  Shi¬ 
vering  or  Chilnefs,  this  Symptom  may  at 
lead  appear  equivocal :  But  if  Sicknefs,  or 
Vomiting,  or  Purging,  or  an  acute  Head-ach, 
towards  the  back  Parts  or  Top  especially,  or 
if  all  thefe,  come  on  in  the  Space  of  a  very 
few  Hours,  which  they  generally  do,  where 
the  Difeafe  is  vehement,  it  may  judly  be 
edeem’d  to  be  of  the  putrefa&ive  kind  :  But 
if  with  thefe  Symptoms  an  eryfipelatous 
Rednefs  difcovers  itfelf  in  the  Fauces ,  with 
Ulcerations  or  Sloughs,  the  Difeafe  is  evi¬ 
dent. 

In  fome  Cafes,  the  Symptoms  have  been 
fo  obfcure,  that  it  was  difficult  to  determine 
to  which  Difeafe  they  properly  belonged  :  But 
in  thefe  Circumdances  they  were  commonly  fo 
favourable,  that,  fuppofing  the  Diforder  not 
to  be  of  the  ulcerated  kind,  no  other  Inconve-

nience  feemed  likely  to  enfue  from  treating  it 
as  fuch,  than  a  Suppuration;  which  is  often  an 
Event  rather  to  be  chofen  than  avoided. 

The  Rednefs  of  the  Skin  in  the  Face, 
Neck,  Bread:,  and  Hands,  is  another  obvious 
and  diflinguifhing  Charadleriftic,  which  in 
Children  and  young  People  elpecially,  feldom 
fails  to  accompany  this  Diforder. 

In  the  common  fore  'Throaty  a  local  In¬ 
flammation  is  the  Difeafe :  All  the  Sym¬ 
ptoms  are  derived  from  this  Source :  An  acute 
throbbing  Pain,  greatly  increafed  upon  fwal- 
lowing  even  Liquids,  is  the  principal  Griev¬ 
ance.  In  the  other y  the  whole  Habit  fuffers, 
as  if  by  a  Stimulus  of  a  peculiar  Nature  5 
and  although  the  Throat  is  always  more 
or  lefs  affedted,  yet  it  is  fometimes  the  leaf! 
Part  of  the  Patient’s  Complaint ;  and  Inftances 
have  occurr’d  to  me  of  confiderable  Sloughs 
being  formed,  before  any  Sorenefs  or  Pain  in 
the  Fauces  hath  been  mention’d. 

Again,  this  Difeafe  is  accompanied  with 
a  greater  Tendency  to  a  Delirium,  than  either 
a  common  Anginay  or  almoft  any  other  Dif¬ 
eafe  we  are  acquainted  with.  To  have  this 
Symptom  appear  in  the  Difeafe  we  are 
treating  of  on  the  firft  Night,  is  not  un¬ 
common  ;  and  on  the  fecond,  frequent.  A 
Girl  about  eight  Years  of  Age,  whom  I 
attended,  was  fcarce  known  to  be  indifpofed, 
till  fhe  alarmed  the  Family,  by  appear- 
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ing  to  be  light-headed.  She  had  made  no 
Complaint  of  her  Throat,  nor  was  this  Part 
thought  to  he  affebted,  till,  upon  Examina¬ 
tion,  I  found  it  fo;  being  led  to  fufpebt  it 
by  the  Colour  of  her  Hands,  and  the  De¬ 
lirium.  She  got  well  through  the  Bifeafe, 
tho’  its  Progrefs,  at  firft,  appear’d  to  be  very 
fwift. 

A  common  fore  Throaty  if  the  Patient  re¬ 
covers,  either  goes  off  by  Refolution,  or  the 
Parts  affebted  fuppurate,  or,  if  glandular,  be¬ 
come  hard  and  fcirrhous. 

In  that  attended  with  Ulcers ,  none  of  thefe 
Circum dances  happen ;  for  it  terminates  in  a 
fuperhcial  Ulceration  cf  fome  of  the  Parts  about 
the  Fauces,  with  little  Appearance  of  any 
Sloughs,  if  the  Difeafe  is  very  mild ;  and  with 
large  and  deep  ones,  of  a  white,  cineritious,  li¬ 
vid,  or  black  Colour,  if  it  is  more  violent. 

It  will  not  perhaps  be  difficult,  from  this 
comparative  View,  to  diftinguifh  this  Dif¬ 
eafe  from  a  common  fore  ; Throat ,  or  an  in¬ 
flammatory  Affebtion  of  thofe  Parts  :  But 
there  is  another  no  lefs  certain  Criterion, 
tho’  too  often  a  fatal  one,  which  is,  the  con- 
ffant  Increafe  of  Symptoms  upon  Bleeding, 
Purging,  and  the  liberal  Ufe  of  cooling  anti— 
phlogiffic  Medicines :  A  Method,  which  as 
feldom  fails  removing  a  genuine  Inflammation,  r 
if  it  is  early  enough  and  afliduoufly  purfued, 
as  it  is  too  often  injurious  in  the  prefent  Cafe,

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An  Inftance  whereof  I  think  evidently  ap¬ 
peared  in  the  following  Cale. 

A  Youth  of  about  14,  Years  old,  of  a  brisk 
lively  Difpofition,  who  had  enjoyed  a  good 
Share  of  Health,  faving  that,  for  a  few  Years 
paft,  a  cutaneous  Difeafe,  akin  to  a  Le- 
profy,  had  fometimes  appeared  on  his  Head 
and  Arms,  was  feized  one  Morning  with  a 
general  Uneafinefs,  and  a  Difpofition  to  vo¬ 
mit  ;  he  was  put  to  Bed,  and  a  fevere  Shi¬ 
vering  enfued;  his  Sicknefs  increafed,  he 
vomited  up  every  thing,  had  feveral  purging 
Stools  that  Day,  and  complained  much  of 
his  Head,  with  fome  Sorenefs  in  his  Throat. 
He  was  order’d  to  be  blooded,  and  had  an 
Emetic  given  him  :  This  operated  but  little  ; 
he  grew  hot  and  reftlefs,  a  deep  Rednefs 
fpread  itfelf  over  his  Face,  Hands,  and  Arms, 
with  a  plentiful  Eruption  of  fmall  Pimples, 
which  induced  thofe  about  him  to  apprehend 
it  was  a  common  Scarlet  Fever. 

The  next  Day,  which  was  the  fecond  of  the 
Difeafe,  his  Throat  continuing  fore,  and  the 
feverifli  Symptoms  increafing,  a  Purge  of 
Manna  was  given  him,  which  operated  gently ; 
and  at  Night  his  Head  and  Throat  being  more 
uneafy,  his  Heat  ftill  continuing,  with  a  Ten¬ 
dency  to  Delirium*  a  Blifter  was  applied. 

On  the  third,  the  Symptoms  not  abating,  he 
loft  about  ten  Ounces  of  Blood.  Fie  had  taken 
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a  cooling  nitrous  Powder  every  four  Hours ; 
this  was  now  changed  for  one  more  cordial. 
At  Night  he  grew  delirious,  his  Fever  in— 
creafed,  and  he  had  lome  loofe  Stools,  which 
were  rather  encouraged  than  reftrain’d,  as  it 
was  hoped  they  might  relieve  him.  Blifters 
were  applied  to  his  Head  and  Arms. 

On  the  fourth  in  the  Morning  I  was  fent 
for  :  I  found  him  delirious,  with  con vul five 
Twitchings;  his  Hands  in  conftant  Motion, 
gathering  the  Bed-cloaths  ;  his  Pulfe  quick 
and  weak;  his  Tongue  parched.  With  fome 
Difficulty  I  looked  into  the  Fauces ;  they 
feemed  to  be  pale  in  fome  Places,  intenfely 
red  or  livid  in  others,  with  a  glofly  Bright* 
nefs :  His  Excrements  came  away  invo¬ 
luntarily  ;  his  Eyes  were  languid,  and  dim ;  he 
breath’d  with  Difficulty,  fell  into  profufe  clam¬ 
my  Sweats,  and  died  in  a  few  Hours  after. 

In  fome  of  the  firft  Cafes  I  met  with, 
the  Quicknefs  of  the  Pulfe,  the  Degree  of 
Heat,  the  apparent  inflammatory  Rednefs  of 
the  Eyes  and  Face,  and  Pain  in  the  Head*, 
fometimes  urged  me  to  order  Bleeding,  efpe- 
cially  if  there  were  any  Marks  of  a  Plethora  ; 
but  in  thefe  Cafes  it  did  not  appear  to  have 
any  advantageous  EfFedts :  So  that,  notwiths¬ 
tanding  the  Urgency  of  the  Symptoms  above- 
mention’d,  it  feems  proper  in  general  to  omit 
this  Evacuation. 

'  -  Cupping 
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Cupping  with  Scarification  has  been  applied 
to  the  Shoulders  and  Back  of  the  Head,  in 
order  to  remove  an  acute  Pain  of  this  Part, 
which  is  often  complain’d  of,  but,  as  far  as  I 
have  been  able  to  obferve,  without  much  Be¬ 
nefit. 

It  is  neceffary  that  the  Patient  fhould  keep 
in  Bed  as  much  as  may  be,  tho’  the  Difeafe 
fhould  feem  to  be  flight :  It  has  happen’d,  for 
want  of  Care  in  this  Refpect,  that  a  Purging 
has  come  on,  the  Rednels  of  the  Skin  difap- 
peared,  and  a  Diforder,  which  with  Confine¬ 
ment  alone  would  probably  have  gone  off  in 
twice  24  Hours,  has  been  render’d  tedious 
and  difficult. 

If  we  are  called  in  at  the  firft,  while  the 
Sicknefs  or  Vomiting  continues,  it  will  be  of 
Ufe  to  promote  this  Difcharge,  by  giving  an 
Infufion  of  Green  Tea,  Chamomile-Flowers, 
Carduus,  or  a  few  Grains  of  Ipecacuanha .  I11 
fome  In  fiances,  where  the  Attack  has  been 
fevere,  and  this  Method  practifed,  the  Dif¬ 
order  has  gone  off  with  more  Eafe  than 
was  at  firft  apprehended. 

If  thefe  Symptoms  don’t  abate  with  the 
Operation  of  the  Emetic,  fmall  Draughts 
of  Mint -Tea,  with  a  fixth  Part  of  red 
Port  added  to  it,  may  be  given  frequently; 
together  with  fome  grateful  and  warm  aro¬ 
matic,  cordial  Medicine,  every  four  or  fix 
Hours.  The  t Tulvis  Contrayervce  Jimp.  — 
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comp .  ConfeB.  cardiac .  —  Raleigh . 
arom.  Vinum  croc enm  ;  Aq.  Menth.  fpirit. 
Aq .  Alex,  fpirit.  cum  Aceto  (k) ;  with  others  of 
the  like  Nature,  may  be  ufed  for  thisPurpofe. 

In  this  Difeaie  it  is  at  all  times  neceffary 
to  attend  very  carefully  to  the  Diarrhoea.  For 
the  moll  part  it  ceafes  with  the  Vomiting,  in  lefs 
than  twelve  Hours  from  the  firft  Attack  :  If  it 
continues  longer  than  this  Period,  it  is  neceffary 
to  check  it,  otherwife  it  occaiions  great  Faint- 
nefs,  finks  the  Strength,  and  in  the  End  pro¬ 
duces  very  dangerous  Confequences.  The 
aromatic  Cordials  above-menrion'd,  if  they 
are  given  plentifully,  commonly  take  off 
this  Symptom,  as  well  as  the  Vomiting  ;  but 
if  they  prove  ineffectual,  Recourfe  tnuft  be 
had  to  Aftringents  and  Anodynes,  in  pro¬ 
portion  to  the  Exigence  of  the  Cafe  j  fuch 
as  the  ConfeElio  Fracajlorii ,  or  Elefi.  e 
Scordio ,  diffolved  in  fmafl  Cinnamon- water, 
and  given  poft  Jingulas  fedes. 

It  is  common  for  the  Rednefs,  fo  often 
mention'd,  to  appear  upon  the  Skin,  as  thefe 

Difcharges 


(£)  Vegetable  Acids,  fuch  as  the  Juice  of  Lemons, 
Oranges,  Wood-Sorrel,  Verjuice,  Vinegar  in  fmall  Dofes, 
and  the  like,  as  they  are  undoubtedly  Antiputrefcents, 
may  feem  to  be  indicated  ;  but  their  Pronenefs  to  in« 
create  the  Difcharge  by  Stool,  or  profufe  Sweats,  ought  to 
render  us  very  circumfpedt  in  uiing  them.

Difcharges  abate  :  It  has  happen’d  that  this 
Colour  has  gone  off  fometimes,  and  the  Pa¬ 
tient  has  been  brought  into  imminent  Dan- 
ger,  upon  giving  a  mild  Cathartic  :  Which 
Circumftances,  as  they  point  out  a  clofe 
Connexion  between  them,  indicate  the  Ufe 
of  a  warm  Regimen,  notwithftanding  the 
Heat  and  other  Symptoms  might  feem  to 
forbid  it. 

A  Girl  about  9  Years  old,  of  a  (lender 
Make,  but  healthy  and  a&ive,  was  feized 
with  this  Diforder.  The  Sicknefs  and  Vo¬ 
miting  went  off,  and  the  Rednefs  of  the 
Skin  appeared  foon  after:  The  Apothecary 
who  attended  her,  judging  it  an  inflamma¬ 
tory  Cafe,  as  fhe  complained  of  her  Throat, 
b’ed  her,  gave  her  a  cooiing  Purge  the  next 
Day,  and  afterwards  fome  nitrous  Draughts. 
A  plentiful  Efflorefcence  which  cover’d  the 
Face,  Neck,  and  Arms,  fuddenly  difappear’d; 
a  Diarrhoea  came  on,  fhe  grew  reftlefs,  faint, 
and  infenfible.*  In  this  Condition  I  firft  faw 
her  on  the  third  Day  of  the  Difeafe;  fhe  fre¬ 
quently  figh’d,  her  Pulfe  was  quick,  fmalJ, 
and  hard,  without  any  remarkable  Colour 
upon  her  Skin  5  and  the  Swelling  on  each 
Side  the  Neck  large  :  It  was  not  poffible  to 
examine  the  Fauces ,  as  fhe  lay  in  a  comatous 
helplefs  Condition,  her  Stools  and  Urine 
coming  away  infcnfibly.  A  warm  cordial 

Mixture 
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Mixture  (a)  was  frequently  given  her,  upon 
which  the  Diarrhoea  foon  abated  5  and  the 
next  Day  the  Efflorefcence  again  appeared 
upon  her  Face  and  Amis.  From  this  time 
Ihe  continued  to  recover,  tho’  (lowly,  and 
was  for  fome  time  attended  with  a  Cough 
and  hedic  Heats. 

Another  Symptom,  which  requires  our 
Attention  in  the  Cure  of  this  Difeafe,  is  an 
exceffive  Faintnefs:  Of  this  they  generally 
complain  foon  after  they  are  taken  ill,  and 
continue  to  do  fo,  if  fenfible,  till  the  Dii- 
temper  begins  to  abate:  The  Urgency  of 
this  Symptom  feems  to  indicate  the  Degree 
of  Danger  :  It  is  more  or  lefs  violent,  as  the 
Difeafe  is  mild  or  malignant ;  and  an  Abate¬ 
ment  of  it  may  be  look'd  upon  as  a  fure  Pre- 
Page  of  Recovery. 

Warm  aromatic  and  gently  ftimulating 
Medicines,  fuch  as  have  been  already  'men¬ 
tion  cl,  as  the  mod  effectual  to  fupprefs  the 
Vomiting,  and  cheek  the  Loofenefs  attending 
this  Difeafe,  have  like  wife  been  found  ufefui 
in  removing  the  prefent  Complaint :  And  tho' 
the  Degree  of  Heat,  and  Quickncfs  of  the 
Pulfe,  would  Jbe  enough  to  d.iffuade  a  Perfon 
who  has  not  feen  the  Difeafe,  from  giving 
them  in  fo  liberal  a  manner  as  Necefiity  re» 

H  quires;

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quires ;  yet  we  are  not  to  be  governed  fo  much 
by  thefe  Symptoms,  as  by  the  Faintnefs,  De- 
pfdlion  of  rhe  Pulfe,  and  Increafe  of  Pu- 
trefcency  in  the  Fauces .  One  Drachm  of  the 
Con fe  EHo  Raleighana  has  been  given  to  a 
Youth  not  quite  iy  Years  of  Age,  every  four 
Hours,  which  was  foon  follow’d  by  a  fenfible 
Amendment,  and  the  Decreafe  of  the  Pa¬ 
tients  Reftleffnefs,  Faintnefs,  and  Heat. 

Some  of  the  Italian  Phyficians  forbad  the 
Ufe  of  Wine  in  the  Cure  of  this  Difeafe,  and 
the  Warmth  of  that  Climate  might  perhaps 
make  this  Caution  neceffary  ;  but  as  it  is  a 
generous  Cordial,  and  at  the  fame  time  anti- 
feptic,  it  feems  to  be  in  no  refpeft  improper 
here ;  and,  bcfides  in  Whey,  I  have  allow'd 
it  to  be  given,  in  fmall  Quantities,  mixed 
with  Mint,  Baum,  or  Sage-Tea,  Barley-Wa¬ 
ter,  Gruel,  Panada,  Sago,  and  the  like ;  and 
alone,  where  the  Faintnefs  has  been  excef- 
five;  the  Age,  the  former  Way  of  Life,  and 
the  Symptoms,  affording  the  neceffary  Rules 
as  to  Quantity  and  Kind.  Chicken- Water,  or 
thin  Broth,  may  alfo  be  allow’d,  which  is 
frequently  very  acceptable  to  the  Patient. 
And  1  don’t  remember  to  have  obferved  fo 
general  and  early  an  Inclination  after  folid 
Food,  in  any  acute  Difeafe,  as  in  this  :  For 
at  a  time  when  one  would  imagine,  both 
from  the  Condition  of  the  Fauces ,  and  the  ' 
Degree  of  Heat,  that  Liquids  would  be  the 
moft  acceptable,  it  is  not  uncommon  to  find 

3  r  Children, 
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Children,  who  have  this  Difeafe,  extremely 
defirous  of  Chicken,  and  chearfully  comply¬ 
ing  with  Directions,  in  hopes  of  being  grati¬ 
fied  in  this  refped. 

Bliflcrs  are  likewife  of  Ufe  to  relieve  the 
Faintnefs.  At  firft  I  was  in  Doubt,  left  the 
Flies,  by  their  Acrimony,  fhould  increafe  the 
putrefcent  Difpofition,  and  confequently  ag¬ 
gravate  the  Diforder  they  were  intended  to 
remove:  But  no  fuch  Effed  having  appeared 
from  their  Ufe,  I  have  order'd  them  to  be  ap¬ 
plied,  and  I  think  with  Advantage,  both  to 
the  ufual  Parts,  and  to  the  Neck  on  each  Side 
from  below  the  Ear  almoft  to  the  Clavicle,  as 
Occafion  required  (/). 

The  Ulcers  in  the  Throat  demand  our  early 
and  conftant  Attention,  as  a  confiderable  Lofs 
of  Subftance  cannot  here  be  fuffer'd  without 
immediate  Danger  to  Life  itfelf,  or  the  mofl: 
injurious  Conlequenccs  to  the  future  Adion 
of  the  Parts,  if  the  Patient  furvives. 

Where  the  Difeafe  is  of  the  mildcft  kind, 
a  fuperficial  Ulceration  only  is  obfervable ; 
which  may  ealily  efcape  the  Notice  of  a  Per- 
fon  unacquainted  with  it.  A  thin,  pale, 
white  Slough  feems  to  accompany  the  next 
Degree  :  A  thick,  opake,  or  afh  colour'd  one 
is  a  further  Advance  :  And  if  the  Parts  have

(/)  It  has  been  obferved  by  feveral,  that  the  Difcharge 
from  Blifters  in  this  Difeafe,  is  in  general  both  more  co¬ 
pious  at  firft,  and  continues  longer  than  is  ufual  in  other 
Cafes. 
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a  livid  or  black  Afped,  the  Cafe  is  dill  worfe, 
Thefe  Sloughs  are  not  formed  of  any  fo¬ 
reign  Matter  fpread  upon  the  Parts  affected 
as  a  Cruft  or  Coat,  but  are  real  Mortifica¬ 
tions  of  the  Subftance  ;  fince  whenever  they 
come  off,  or  are  feparated  from  the  Parts 
they  cover,  they  leave  an  Ulcer  of  a  greater 
or  lefs  Depth,  as  the  Sloughs  were  fuper- 
ficial  or  penetrating. 

When  the  Tendency  to  Putrcfadion  is 
flopp’d,  the'fe  Sloughs  in  mod  Cafes  come  off 
.  fpomaneoufly  ,  or  their  Separation  may  be 
promoted  by  fuitable  Remedies  and  Applica¬ 
tions:  But  it  feeixis  by  no  means  advifeable 
to  attempt  it  by  Force,  or  to  ferape  them 
off  with  the  Fingers  or  Inftruments,  as  Seve* 
rinus  propofes ;  fince  the  Experiment  has 
been  tried,  but  with  fuch  unhappy  Confe- 
quences  (a)y  as  are  fufficientto  diicourage  one 
from  perfiiting  in  this  Method  ($).

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In  a  Cafe  where  I  was  concerned,  previous 
to  my  being  called  in,  a  Surgeon  had  endea¬ 
vour’d  to  feparate  the  Sloughs  by  the  Affift- 
ance  of  his  Probe :  He  fucceeded  in  his  At¬ 
tempt  without  much  Difficulty  ;  but  was  fur- 
prifed  to  fee  the  fame  Parts  cover’d  the  next 
Day  with  thick,  dark,  afh-golour’d  Sloughs, 
penetrating  deep  into  the  Subftance. 

It  is  true,  the  Sloughs  have  been  fome- 
times  fcarified,  from  an  Apprehenfion,  that 
Matter  was  lodg’d  underneath  them,  with¬ 
out  any  manifeft  Inconvenience  5  but  as  there 
are  Inflances  of  fatal  Mortifications  having 
enfued,  it  feems  moft  prudent  to  decline 
the  Practice. 

From  under  thefe  Sloughs,  and  from  every 
Part  of  the  Ulcers  which  they  cover,  a  thin 
corrolive  Ichor  is  difcharged,  fo  acrid  as  to  ex¬ 
coriate  the  external  Parts  upon  which  it  is  fuf- 
fer’d  to  remain.  This  is  fometimes  obfervable 
in  Adults,  when  the  Parts  above  the  Fauces 
are  affedted  *  the  Ichor  in  thefe  Cafes  flows 

thro’

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thro"  the  Noftrils,  and  frequently  raifes  Pim¬ 
ples  and  fmall  Blitters  on  the  Skin  of  the 
upper  Lip;  but  it  is  moft  obvious  in  Chil¬ 
dren,  who  often  have  this  Part,  the  Corners 
of  the  Mouth,  the  Cheek  of  that  Side  on 
which  they  moft  commonly  lie,  blifterd  or 
excoriated. 

It  is  probable,  as  has  been  already  hinted  (p. 
38),  that  Part  of  the  fame  virulent  Matter,  patt¬ 
ing  down  the  Oejophagus  into  the  Stomach 
and  Jnteftines,  acts  upon  them  as  it  does  upon 
the  Skin,  when  applied  to  it  externally;  it 
frets  and  corrodes  the  Parts  it  touches,  and 
produces  that  Sicknefs,  .Vomiting,  Purging, 
and  Faintnefs,  which  fometimes  accompany 
this  Difeafe  in  different  Parts  of  its  Progrefs. 

In  Children,  and  very  young  Subjeds,  the 
Symptoms  ariling  from  this  Caufe  are  yet 
more  dangerous :  The  natural  Softnefs  and 
Laxity  of  the  Parts  liable  to  be  affeded,  dif- 
pofes  them  to  fuffer  by  it  much  more  than 
Adults:  At  the  fame  time  they  are  commonly 
alike  incapable  of  promoting  the  Difcharge  of 
this  Matter  themfelves,  and  of  admitting  Af- 
ftftance  from  others,  being  generally,  if  the 
Diftemper  is  not  very  mild,  either  comatous 
and  ftupid,  or  delirious  and  untradable.  If 
Gargles  are  injeded,  they  either  prevent  them 
from  reaching  the  Seat  of  the  Difordcr,  by 
their  Tongues,  or  they  fwallow  them,  and 
the  putrid  Taint  of  the  Ulcers,  together 5  the 
Mifchief  fpreads  beyond  the  Power  of  Art  to 

reftrain 
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reftrain  it  j  violent  Purgings  enfue,  or  fatal 
Hemorrhages  from  the  penetrating  Gangrene. 
And  to  this,  perhaps,  it  may  in  part  be  owing, 
that  Children  fuffer  fo  much  more  from  this 
kind  of  Sore  Throat,  than  Adults  (m). 

That  this  corrofive  Matter  produces  thefe 
Effefts,  is  farther  confirm’d,  by  obferving, 
that  thofe  whofe  Throats  are  feverely  affe&ed, 
if  they  have  a  plentiful  Difcharge  from  the 
Fauces,  are  feldom  attended  with  Sicknefs, 
Vomiting,  or  exceflive  Faintnefs  j  tho’  after 
longer  Sleeps  than  ordinary,  or  a  Negleft  of 
encouraging  this  Evacuation,  they  have  com¬ 
plain’d  of  Sicknefs,  and  have  had  Reachings 
come  on :  Likewife,  that  in  fuch  Cafes,  where 
little  or  no  Difcharge  of  this  kind  appears,  the 
Symptoms  are  commonly  the  mod  dangerous. 

From  hence  it  is  obvious,  that  great  Ad¬ 
vantages  may  be  expe&ed  from  the  conftant 
Ufe  of  gently  {Emulating  aromatic  Gargles  3 
as  they  promote  the  Difcharge  of  the  pitui- 
tous  Matter  flowing  to  the  Fauces ,  and, 
doubtlefs,  with  it,  of  fome  Part  of  the  corro- 
five  Fluid  above-mentioned  :  To  which  if  we 
add  Antifeptics  and  Detergents,  in  order  to 

check

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check  the  Progrefs  of  the  Mortification,  and 
cleanfe  the  fordid  Ulcers  it  produces,  every 
Indication  is  provided  for. 

Where  the  Difeafe  is  mild,  the  Symptoms 
favourable,  the  Sloughs  fuperficial,  or  fcarce 
.perceptible,  it  may  be  fufficient  to  order  a 
Gargle  of  Sage-Tea  with  a  few  Rofe-Leaves 
added  in  the  Infufion  ;  three  or  four  Spoon¬ 
fuls  of  Vinegar  may  be  mixed  with  half  a  Pint 
of  the  Tea,  and  as  much  Honey  put  to  it,  as 
will  leave  it  agreeably  acid. 

But  where  the  Symptoms  are  urgent,  the 
Tendency  to  Putrefaction  great,  the  Sloughs 
large  and  thick,  and  the  Breath  offenfive,  Re- 
courfe  mu(l  be  had  to  more  efficacious  Reme¬ 
dies:  A  Compofition  like  the  following,  va¬ 
ried  only  as  the  Patient’s  Age  and  the  Cir- 
cumftances  of  the  Difeafe  required,  has  in  ge¬ 
neral  been  attended  with  very  good  Effects. 
The  Proportion  here  given  may  be  ufed  for 
Adults,  and  the  more  aCUve  Parts  leffen’d  for 
younger  Subjects.

As  the  Parts  about  the  Gullet  are  fre¬ 
quently  fo  much  affected,  as  to  render  it 

painful 
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painful  or  impra&icablc  for  the  Sick  them- 
lelves  to  make  ufe  of  the  Gargle  fo  freely  as 
they  ought,  it  is  commonly  order'd,  that  a  few 
Spoonfuls  of  this  Liquor,  made  fomewhat 
warm,  Ihould  be  very  often  inje&ed  into  the 
Fauces  with  a  fmall  Syringe  5  and  efpecially 
before  the  Patient  fwallows  any  thing,  in 
order  to  wafh  off  as  much  as  poilible  the  pu¬ 
trid  Sordes  adhering  to  the  (J leers,  and  pre¬ 
vent  it  from  palling  into  the  Stomach  and 
Bowels  (n).  In  young  Subjects  this  Method  is 
the  more  neceffary,  as  they  don't  always  know 
how  to  manage  a  Gargle  to  any  Purpofe,  did 
the  Sorenefs  of  the  Parts  permit  them  to 
do  it  (<?)• 

As  fo  much  depends  upon  the  frequent  Ufe 
of  Gargles,  or  rather  of  Inje&ions,  a  ft  rid  Atten¬ 
tion  to  this  Affair,  canfcarcely  be  too  flrongly 
enjoin'd  to  thofe  who  have  the  Care  of  the 
Sick  committed  to  them  j  fince  an  affiduous 
Repetition  of  thefe  Lotions  not  only  pro¬ 
motes  a  Difcharge  from  the  Glands  of 
the  Throat,  which  is  probably  of  great

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Ufc  (/>),  but  retards  the  Progrefs  of  the  Ul¬ 
cers,  by  wafhing  off  the  putrefaftive  corroding 
Virus ,  and  prevents  a  large  Train  of  very  dan¬ 
gerous  Symptoms  (&rp.  62);  and  has  there¬ 
fore  been  ftrenuouOy  infilled  on  by  feveral 
Writers,  by  Mercatus  efpecially  (a).

As  I  had  not  an  Opportunity  of  feeing  this  Author’s 
Works  till  the  firft  Pages  of  this  Edition  were  printed 
off,  I  could  not  mention  him  with  the  reft,  to  whom  I 
had  recou rfe  for  Information  refpedting  the  Symptoms 
at  the  firft  Appearance  of  this  Difeafe  in  Europe.  He  was 
Phylician  to  Philip  IV.  of  Spain ,  and  in  his  Difputationes 
de  Morhis  acutis ,  printed  in  the  third  Tome  of  his  Works, 
he  treats  of  this  Difeafe  exprefly  in  feveral  Chapters,  un¬ 
der  the  Title  of  Angina  maligna.  His  Hiftory  of  the 
Symptoms  contains  feveral  things  not  mention’d  by  any 
other  Author  I  have  feen  ;  fo  that  tho’  he  was  probably 
among  the  laft  of  the  Spanijh  Phyficians  who  wrote  upon 
this  Subject,  yet  the  Diligence  of  his  PredecefTors  fee  ms 
not  wholly  to  have  exhaufted  it.  In  the  fecond  Editioh 
of  his  Works,  which  was  that  I  made  ufe  of,  nothing 
appears  to  determine  the  exa<ft  Time  when  his  Account 
was  publifti’d  ;  but  as  he  mentions  the  Polyanthea  of  De 
la  Parra ,  which,  according  to  Ren .  Moreau  in  Bartho- 
line’s  Epiftles,  was  printed  at  Madrid  in  1625,  that  it

By  the  conftant  and  regular  Ufe  of  thefe 
Applications,  if  the  Patient  is  kept  warm, 
and  the  Method  of  treating  him  in  other  Re- 
fpects  is  obferved,  agreeable  to  what  has  been 
mention'd  above,  it  feldom  happens  but  that 
the  febrile  Symptoms  difappear,  the  Sloughs 
come  off,  and  the  Ulcers  are  difpofed  to  heal 
in  a  few  Days;  unlefs  it  be  where  Misma¬ 
nagement  at  firft,  Malignity  of  the  Infection, 
or  an  unfavourable  Constitution,  have  one  or 
all  contributed  to  increafe  the  Difeafe,  and  to 
render  its  Confequences  more  lafting  and  mif- 
chievous. 

What  Effects  improper  Treatment  pro¬ 
duces  in  this  Cafe  has  already  been  obferved. 
With  regard  to  the  Matter  of  Contagion,  or 
the  Nature  of  that  Caufe  which  fo  Suddenly 
brings  on  fuch  a  Train  of  Symptoms  as  hath 
been  defcribed,  little  can  be  laid  with  any 

v  I  z  Degree 
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Degree  of  Certainty:  Thus  much,  however, 
fee  ms  to  be  true  in  Fad,  that  in  fome  Cafes 
this  Difeafe  appears  to  be  of  fo  mild  a  Na¬ 
ture,  and  fo  benign,  as  to  require  but  little 
Afliftanee  from  Ait:  Perfons  even  recover 
from  it  under  the  Difadvantages  of  unskilful 
and  injurious  Management ;  whilft  in  others, 
the  Progrefs  of  the  Symptoms  is  fo  rapid, 
and  the  Tendency  to  Corruption  foftrong,  that 
nothing  feems  able  to  oppofe  it.  Juft  as  it  hap¬ 
pens  in  the  Small-Pox;  the  benign  and  di- 
ftmd  Sort  bears  ill  Treatment  without  Injury; 
in  the  malignant  flux  Kind,  the  utmoft  Art 
and  Experience  are  too  ofren  infuflicient  to 
con  dud  the  Diftemper  to  a  happy  Iffuc. 
Whether  this  Diverfity  in  the  Sore  Throat 
we  are  fpeaking  of,  is  owing  to  a  Difference 
of  Conftitutions,  or  of  Seafons,  to  the  dif¬ 
ferent  Quality  or  Quantity  of  the  Contagion, 
or  the  Manner  of  receiving  it $  or  whether 
there  are  in  Reality  diftind  Species  of  it  $ 
may  perhaps  hereafter  be  more  certainly  de¬ 
termined. 

With  refped  to  Conftitution,  it  may  be 
further  obferved,  that  in  foft,  lax,  leuco- 
phlegmatic  Habits,  and  languid  inadive  Dif- 
pofitions,  every  thing  elfe  being  equal,  the 
Difeafe  feems  to  proceed  more  (lowly,  to  go 
off  more  irregularly,  and  to  leave  behind  it 
more  lading  Effeds.  In  fome  Perfons  of  the 
Temperament  deferibed,  tho’  the  Fever  has 

grown 
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grown  lefs,  and  all  the  Symptoms  abated  in 
four  or  five  Days,  yet  the  Sloughs  in  the 
Throat  have  continued  almoft  a  Week  longer  5 
whilft  in  the  oppofite  Conftitution,  tho'  the 
Difeafe  has  been  much  more  acute,  yet  the 
Symptoms  have  no  fooner  abated,  than  the 
Sloughs  have  caft  off,  and  the  Ulcers  healed 
of  their  own  accord. 

A  copious  Haemorrhage  from  the  Nofe, 
Mouth,  or  Ears,  the  laft  efpecially,  coming 
on  after  the  Difeafe  has  continued  three  or 
four  Days,  or  longer,  is  a  dangerous 
nomenon :  For  at  this  time  of  theDiftemper, 
it  moft  probably  proceeds  from  the  Branch  of 
an  Artery  deftroy'd  by  the  Mortification,  and 
laid  open  by  the  Separation  of  the  Slough, 
as  hath  been  already  obferved.  If  the  Vet 
fel  is  therefore  large,  the  Bleeding  may  prove 
fatal  to  the  Patient  in  a  very  fhort  time ;  or 
if  he  efcapes  for  the  prefent,  the  Lois  of  a 
confiderable  Quantity  of  Blood  at  this  time 
of  the  Dileafe,  will  occafton  various  ill  Con- 
fequences.  -  , 

It  is  therefore  absolutely  neccffary  to  en¬ 
deavour  to  flop  this  Difcharge  with  all  the 
Expedition  pofiible.  If  the  Patient  is  coftive, 
it  will  be  of  Ufe  to  procure  Pvelief  in  this 
refpeft,  by  Clyfters  or  Suppofitories,  as  foon 
as  can  be  done  :  To  apply  Vinegar,  by  means 
of  Tents  or  otherwife,  as  near  to  the  Orifice 
of  the  Veffel  as  we  can ;  To  convey  the  Steam 

of 
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of  it  into  the  Fauces  and  Noftrils  plentifully^ 
and  to  keep  the  Patient  in  a  fitting  Pofture, 
or  his  Head  raifed  as  high  as  may  be,  and 
his  upper  Parts  moderately  cool :  If  thefe 
Methods  don't  immediately  take  Effedt,  Re- 
courfe  muft  be  had  tp  more  efficacious  ones, 
among!!  which  we  may  rank  the  Bark  and 
Opium. 

It  is  not  uncommon  for  he&ic  Heats, 
Night-Sweats,  Want  of  Appetite,  and  De- 
jedtion  of  Spirits  to  attend  thofe  a  confidera- 
ble  time,  who  have  had  the  Difeafe  in  a  fe- 
vere  manner.  •  AfTes  Milk  commonly  relieves 
them,  together  with  a  Decodtion  of  th c  Barky 
and  Elixir  Vitrioli . 


Having  thus  related,  as  concifely  as  I 
could,  the  molt  material  Circumftances  that 
have  occurr'd  to  me  in  refpedt  to  the  Sym¬ 
ptoms,  Progrefs,  and  Event  of  this  Diftem- 
per,  the  Juvantid ,  Leedentia ,  and  the  Acci¬ 
dents  chiefly  to  be  regarded  in  its  Cure  h  in 
fuch  a  manner  as  I  hope  will  enable  thofe 
who  have  not  feen  or  known  it,  to  diftin- 
guilh  it  from  a  common  Sore  Throat ,  and  to 
treat  it  with  fouie  Degree  of  Propriety  and 
Succefs,  I  (hall  conclude  with  obferving, 

i.  That  the  Sore  Throat  attended  with 
Ulcers  feems  to  be  accompanied  with  a

ftrong  Difpofition  to  Putrefaction,  which 
affeCls  the  Habit  in  general,  but  the  Fau¬ 
ces,  and  the  Parts  contiguous,  in  particu¬ 
lar.  And  it  feems  not  unreafonable  to 
fuppofe, 

2.  That  the  Caufe  of  this  Tendency  is  a  pu¬ 

trid  Virus ,  or  Miafma  fui  generis ,  in¬ 
troduced  into  the  Habit  by  Contagion  5 
principally  by  means  of  the  Breath  of 
the  Perfon  affeCted. 

3.  That  this  Virus ,  or  contagious  Matter, 

produces  Effefts  more  or  lefs  pernicious, 
according  to  the  Quantity  and  Nature 
of  the  InfeCtion,  and  as  the  SubjeCt  is 
difpofed  to  receive  or  fuffer  by  it. 

4.  That  putrefactive  and  malignant  Difeafes, 

in  common,  admit  of  the  molt  fenfible 
and  fecure  Relief,  from  Difcharges  of 
the  peccant  Matter,  either  upon  the 
Skin  in  general,  or  on  particular  Parts 
of  the  Body. 

5.  That  the  Rednefs,  and  cutaneous  Effio- 

refcence,  in  the  prefent  Cafe  mav  be 
confider'd  as  an  Eruption  of  th  ke 
Nature;  and  therefore  to  be  promoted 
by  fuch  Methods  as  have  proved  fuccefs- 
ful  in  fimilar  Difeafes. 

<$.  That  a  cprdial,  alexipharmac,  warm  Re¬ 
gimen  has  been  found  by  Experience  to 
be  of  the  molt  Ufe  in  fuch  Cafes  3  and 
that  Bleeding,  Purging,  Antiphlogiftics, 

liberally 
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liberally  employed,  either  retard,  or 
wholly  prevent  thefe  Difcharges. 

Therefore,  as  to  expel  the  morbific  Mat- 
ter  (3)  feems  to  be  the  Defign  of  Nature, 
to  promote  this  Defign  by  the  Meafures  that 
are  approved  by  Experience  in  analogous 
Diforders,  is  the  Duty  of  the  Phyfician. 
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
